CARTHAGDH, Mc, Aug. 8.—Because he 
wants to ‘‘get next to the boys’’ and find 
out why the church does rot appeal to 
them more strongly, Rev. John B. Too- 
may, pastor of the Congregational Church 
of this city, is spending his month’s vaca- 
tion at the strenuous employment of a day 
laborer on railroad construction work. 

He lives in the railroad camp, shares the 
bed, board and labor of the most menial 
laborer, and is living as. close to nature’s 
heart as such a cam» will permit. 

“Where can I find Mr. Toocmay?’’ I asked 
of the first man I met in camp. 

“O, he’s over on the grade yonder, skin- 
nin’ mules,’’ was the homely but eminently 
gatisfactory rejoinder. 

“Skinnin’ mules,’’ it may be explained, 
means, in the vernacular of thess parts, the 
driving and the giving of such other atten- 
tion to these stibbcrn brutes as will com- 
pel them to do their work. Usually this 
“skinnin’’’ is accompanied by numerous 
forcible expletives, but let me hasten 0 say 
that the “skinnin’ ’’ process by the Rev. Mr. 
Toomay does not partake of this feature. 

Over on the grade I found Mr. Toomay 
driving two mules of a four-mule team and 
giving such an example of muscular Chris- 
tianity as is seldom seen. 

“Which is Mr. Toomay?’’ 
as I approached. 

The laborers all looked alike to me, 50 feet 
away. 

‘That's him,” was the reply; ‘‘the big 
fellow with the big hat,’’ and he pointed to 
a fine specimen of a young workman, who 
stood fully six feet two in his stocking feet. 
The dust of the grade was ankle deep, and 
the broiling August @eun beat down with a 
flerceness that sent the mercury up to over 
80 in the shade. 

But the man who is trying to get next to 
the boys’’ didn’t appear to mind it a bit, 
despite the fact that for 10 years the most 
muscular labor he has done consisted in 
climbing his pulpit stair twice, or | possibly 
three times a week. 


His Wife Is 
Proud of Him. 

His wife is authority for this, although 
she didn’t state it in just these words. 

“It’s his firet real relaxation from mental 
work,"’ she said, ‘‘for 10 years. Heretofore 
he has always taken his summer vacation 
at Chautauqua or some eastern = res.rt, 
where it was simply a change of mental 
work. But he's big and strong,” she addeil 
with true wifely pride in her big muscular 
husband, “and he can stand any of the 
work or hardships he has started out to 
wndergo."’ 

The Congregational parsonage in wiaich 
Bir. Toomay resides when at hoine is a 
Deautiful place. Located in the shadow 
of the pretty little church, surrounded by 
@ wealth of shade trees and right across 
the street from one of the prettiest little 
parks in the West, it is a spot from which, 
to the weary toller in a great city, it seems 
almost impossible any one would wish to go 
even on a vacation. In contrast to the 
place in which Mr. Toomay is spending his 
vacation it is a perfect paradise. 

The railroad camp wiach the young 
@lergyman is making his present home, 1s 
@bout as uninviting a spot as one can im- 
@gine, and as yet it is comparatively new 
@nd not the dirty place it will become in a 
few Jays when the grass shall have been 
trampled down and the first rain or two 
shall have turned the dust to mud. 

“You'll get full of chiggers,"’ was about 
the first information given me when I 
struck camp. I have since discovered that 
the information was correct.

Came Out,to Get 
Next to the Boys. 

But he is not worrying about any of these 
things. He has doffed his clergyman's garb 
and donned the jeans of the laboring man 
for a purpose and he seems supremely hap- 
py in the change. 

"I came here to get next to the boys,’ he 
told me when I asked for his motives, and 
that he is succeeding there is no doubt. 
At present the ‘“‘boys’’ number less than 50. 
Next week they will number a couple of 
hundred. 

As I reached Mr. Toomay out on the 
grade the mule skinning had stopped while 
every one took a drink from a tin bucket 
of water which the boy was carrying 

about. It was good water. Then, as he 
turned again to the mules [ made known 
my business. A look of annoyance passed 
over his face and I learned later that 
Mr. Toomay was not well pleased at the 
publicity that has been given his vacation. 
But the look of annoyance quickly passed 
and he said pleasantly. 

? “As long as the story is out I am at 
_ you service after work hours; but ff you 
_ @on’t wish to wait that long you'll have to 
> ee foreman. l'm working by the day, 
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is agreeable to me.” 
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no doubt of how close he has already got. 
Like all the other men on the job he now 
swears by the pnreacher—that is, he would 
if he ever did such a thing. 

“The dominie's all right,” 
“anything he says goes.”’ 

And after a couple of snap shots at the 
men and the work the athletic young min- 
ister sat down in a shady spot and told 
briefly why he had chosen this unique way 
of spending his vacation. 

‘‘There were primarily two reasons,"’ he 
said. ‘First to obtain a complete relaxa- 
tion from mental work and a good recuper- 
ation of my mental faculties. 

“No, I didn’t come out her for my 
health,’’ and he glanced over his stalwart 
frame, ‘‘I am in perfect health, but I want- 
ed a mental rest. I am getting it. In the 
second place, I wanted to enter into the 
daily life of the laboring man and find out 
if pessible why the church does not more 
strongly appeal to the men who perform 
manual labor.

Clergeman Are Largely 
At Fault in Work. 

“T have always had my own ideas on this 
subject, and one of the strongest of these 
is that it is largely the fault of the cler- 
gymion. I have been Inclined to think it 
was because ministers as a class appear 
unable to enter into the daily life of the 
maniial laborer.

Min- 
isters can sit down and talk theology or so- 
clology, or whatever ology you please, but 
they cannot talk understandingly about the 
things with which the manual labecrers in 
the various fields of industry are familiar. 

“Now, this is the only kind of manual 
jabor conveniently at hand in which I could 
engage, and as the laborers here are a fair 
example of the American werking man, I 
came out here to see if I couldn’t find ways 
and means to become more of a friend to 
the manual laborer. When you are a man’s 
friend you can talk with him. When you 
are his clergyman you can’t always do it. 

“To put it briefly, I came out here to get 
next to the boys. I was born on a farm and 
was raised there. I have even done some of 
this kind of work 15 or 16 years ago when 
they were building the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul from Ottumwa to Kansas City. 
I was born on a farm up tn Ray County, 
and I’m used to farm lifa although ifs 
little of it I’ve had in the past 10 years. 


Not Getting On 
Any Too Fast. 

I asked Mr. Toomay if he were getting 
the information he sought, and without hes- 
Itation he declared: 

“Not as rapidly as I would like. I am 
somewhat hampered now because the fact 
that I am a clergyman has become known. 
It was my intention to keep it secret from 
the men. But Mr. McNerney, the con- 
tractor, accidentally gave away the secret 
and that of course made me a marked 
man.”’ 

It may make Mr. Toomay a marked man 
among the menat work on the job, but it 
doesn't make him a marked man to a 
stranger, and I'll defy any man to go Into 
the crowd and pick him out without some 
sort of a tip—if he'll only keep from shaving 
for a few days. This, however, will not 
be an easy thing for him to do, for even on 
his vacation he is continually in demand 
in the city where he preaches. The third 
day he was at work he was sent 
for to officiate at a funeral and he will 
again go to town tomorrow on the same 
painful errand, one of the old members of 
church having died suddenly in Detroit. 

But Mr. Toomay gives himself no airs 
with the men. On the work he does what 
the foreman orders and he drives his mules 
to suit fhe man who is laying out the right- 
of-way. He doesn't sit at the head of the 
table and he has no better bed than the 
man who is “‘skininn’"’ the other team of 
mules on the other side of the plow. 

The contractor has suggested having 
service in camp every Sunday hereafter, 
and as long as Mr. Toomay its in camp he 
will offictate. 

“But I shall preach very little of a ser- 
mon,”’ he declared. ‘‘We shal! make the 
service largely of music and all the men 
will help to make it. If I Speak I shall 
try and give a very brief lecture on some 
topic which I have discovered during the 
week is of interest. I want to keep next 
all the time.” 


Took His Muscle to 
Yale With Him.

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LIFE STORY OF NEWSPAPER 


VENDER STRANGES THAN FICTION

MATTOON, Ill, Aug. 8.—The life story of 
William H. Buchanan, a vendor of news- 
pepers on the streets of this place, who 
died this week, is stranger than fiction. 

He started life as a student for the mn- 
istry, pampered by wealthy parents. 
became in turn, instructor in colleges 
public school teacher, founder of a college, 
editor and politician. 

Crying newspapers on the streets was the 
last act in the 
which was terminated by stomach congts- 
tion caused by a lack of nutritious focd., 

Most of his strange career was known to 
the citizens of Mattoon who had seen many 
of the changes in its course, but the story 
of his early life and of his alienation 
from his family was not revealed until the 
scorned relatives came to Mattoon to take 
his body back to his old home at Buchanan 
Station, O., for burial. He never mentioned 
his family or told where he had acuuired 
the learning that astonished those who 
came in contact with him. 

The ministry was selected by Buchan- 
ans parents as his life. calling,. and he 
was sent to Danvilie, Ind., to prepare for 
it. After his graduati on, he announced 
to his father that he was not fitted fer 
preaching and had decided to abandon it. 

A stormy scene ensued, and, when it was 
over, Buchanan had gone from his home 
forever, and broken family ties that were 
nevermore to be united in life. 

The parting broke his devoted father’s 
heart and death soon ended his grief. 

Despite the trouble between them, the 
parent did not alter his will to punish his 
disobedient son.

NEW SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND. 

It is to be hoped that the movement for a new school 
building, begun by the managers of the Missouri School for 
the Blind, will be successful. 

This school is now situated at Nineteenth and Morgan 
streets, St. Louis, which is not a desirable location. And 
the building is old and in bad repair. It is far below the 
standard set by other states in providing for their blind chil- 
dren. The attendance last term was 120, and is increasing 
year by year. It is manifestly to the interest of the state of 
Missouri that the school has a first-class and well located 
building, properly equipped. 

It would seem that a location could be found in some part 
of the city where the children could have plenty. of fresh air 
and pleasant surroundings. A bad environment must react 
more forcibly upon the sensitive blind child than upon one 
gifted with every faculty. It is to be hoped that the next 
state legislature will make such provisions that Missouri may 
no longer be ashamed of its treatment of its blind children.

ST. LOUIS’ MISTAKEN. PATRIOTS. 


Our municipal statesmen are not all bad. Some of them 
have a quality of patriotism that cannot be questioned. A 
number of them—the grandjury never could determine ex- 
tctly how many—started .out with the express intention of 
making St. Louis the best town on earth to boodle in, and 
they were determined never to let up until they had succeeded. 

With such examples as that of the Boss Tweed regime and 
the condition of affairs revealed by the Lexow committee in 
New York our own statesmen had a hard job before them, 
but they were equal to the task, and through their unfaltering 
devotion to the cause of practical politics St. Louis enjoys the 
distinction of being the best town to boodle in now on record. 

For a few weeks after the grandjury had put the matter to 
a test it was feared that Minneapolis might snatch the prize 
away from ws, but even she has admitted our superiority, 
though her mayor and police chief are in the toils, and we 
can once moi1e throw out our chests and claim to have the 
finest grade of boodlers in the business, bar none, whatever 
their age or exnerience.

The people of other countries may be assured that 
there are fewer fatalities from sunstroke in St. Louis than 
in New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Chicago or 
Kansas City. St. Louis has a healthy summer climate, the 
heat being almost always tempered by pleasant breezes. 

These facts are fully set out and proved in an interesting 
page article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine of today. 
The article is authoritative, being based upon the official re- 
ports of the local weather bureau and health department, and 
is backed up by statements from Robert J. Hyatt, local 
United States forecast official, and Dr. Max Starkloff, health 
commissioner of St. Louis. 

According to the official figures quoted in the article, dur- 
ing 1901, which was the hottest year known in American 
weather history, there were 219 cases of heat prostration in 
St. Louis, while 1100 persons were brought down in one 
month in New York from the same cause. The total for St. 
Louis in the previous year was only 26. In 1902, up to date, 
there have been but three fatalities from heat in St. Louis. 

For many years the St. Louis death rate, including deaths 
from heat, has been lower per thousand than that of any, 
other large city in the United States. The total death :rate:is 
now 17.72 per thousand, as compared with 20 per thousand 
in New York, and 21.24 per thousand in New Orleans. 

During last year—the record-breaker in heat—the average 
temperature of 10 other leading cities in August was 77.46. 
The average for St. Louis was 78.9, or less than a degree 
higher than the average. 3 

But the average humidity, or moisture in the atmosphere, 

was only 61 per cent in St. Louis, as compared with an av- 
erage of 70.78 in 10 other leading cities, or 9.78 per cent 
lower than the average of these cities. And it is humidity 
that counts, both in comfort and in healthfulness, when con- 
sidering the effects of heat. The average wind velocity in 5t. 
Louis was also higher than the average elsewhere. 
As Dr. Hyatt says: “There is no doubt at all that St. Louis 
has the right to claim herself the leading summer resort of 
the country.” Post-Dispatch readers will find in the article 
named tables and comparisons whieh prove the claim. And 
they will do well to call attention to the fact. St. Louis has 
suffered under the charge of being an extremely hot city. 
The charge is absolutely disproved by the facts. St. Louis has 
one of the pleasantest and most healthful summer climates 
in the country.

In them he held only a trust estate, and administered them 
for the benefit of the people to whom they belonged. 3 

In other words he had no private character; he was a public character inside 
and out, a part of the blood and bone and brain and heart of the community. 
Rabbi Joseph was born in-a little Russian village. In early youth, indeed 
even in childhood, he showed remarkable powers of character, and while yet in 
his teens became known as the learned youth. He was made a rabbi while yet a 
boy under twenty, though he did not assume a charge until several years later. 
While in his old home he early attracted attention on account of his unusual 
learning, but yet more because of an uncommon wisdom he possessed—a wisdom 
not Of instruction, or learning or hard digging—a wisdom possessed only by 
those whose souls are in contact with the truth itself, whose hearts beat time 
with the pulsations of the great divine heart. 

In his youth multitudes resorted to Rabbi Joseph for instruction, advice and

cession? 


Making himself little, Rabbi Joseph became great. Seeking nothing for 


himself, the heart treasures of a whole people were laid at his feet. Claiming 
nothing, he had everything. 


He was a wise man, was Rabbi Joseph. He mastered the meaning of the 


great paradox. 


It is a useful lesson this, of Rabbi Joseph’s career. In this day of strenuous 


philosophy, when that man is accounted greatest who achieves the largest per- 


sonal ambition, it is well to be. reminded. that there is another and perhaps a 
better way. 

It is the difference between getting and giving. J 
Some men take to getting. They get money, houses and lands, They 
absorb the brain and blood and muscle of other men, all to build up themselves, 
to become great and powerful. 

The funerals of such men are usually small, but very select. 

Other men—not many—take to giving, not money only, or food, or clothes. 
And paradoxical as it may seem, they, too, become 
great. The more they give the more they have and the greater they are. 

Rabbi Joseph took to the way of giving. He gave without stint. He had no 


personality, no personal interest, no money or houses or lands. He gave all away. 


Poor little Rabbi Joseph, who gave himself away so completely that he could 


scarcely be counted one, was yet one of the richest men in New York,

Shall we pride ourselves on health 
and strength? A tile falling off the roof, 
a little powder and lead in the hands of 
a careless child, can blast us out of this 
world in a moment—whither, who can tell? 
What is our cleverness—our strength of 
mind? A tiny blood vessel bursting on the 
brain, will make us in one moment para- 
lytic, helpless, babblers and idiots. What 
is our knowledge of the world? That of 
@ man who is forcing his way alone 
through a thick and pathless wood, where 
he has never been before, to a place which 
he has never seen. What is our wisdom— 
what does a wise man say of his?

Yes. Our true knowledge is to know our 
own ignorance. Our true strength is to 
know our own weakness. Our true dignity 
is to confess that we have no dignity, and 
are nobody, and nothing in ourselves, and 
to cast ourselves down before the dignity 
of God, under the shadow of whose wings, 
and in the smile of whose countenance, 
alone, is any created thing safe. Let us 
cling to our Father in heaven, as a> child, 
walking in the night, clings to its father’s 
hand. Let us take refuge on the lowest 
step of the throne of Christ, our Lord, 
and humble ourselves under his mighty 
hand; and, inetead of exalting ourselves 
in undue time, leave him to exalt us again 
in due time, when the chastisement has 
told on us, and patience had her perfect 
work; casting all our care on him, who 
surely cares for us still, if he cared for 
us once enough to die for us on the cross;

This is the year of his greatest achieve- 
ment. 

He is harvesting the greatest crop pro- 
duced in the union, as well as the greatest 
crop in the state’s history. 

The “poor old Missouri”’ of the political 
shibboleth leads all her sisters tn the agri- 
cultural procession. 

This has been a remarkably fruitful sea- 
son in all commonwealths. Most of them 
are reaping record-breaking crops. Mis- 
souri’s triumph does not come through 
others’ failure. 

In racing parlance, it was an even break 
and a fair track. 

Missourl won on her merits. 


CONTRASTED WITH LAST YEAR. 


This year’s bountiful harvest stands out 
in striking contrast to the conditions that 
prevailed in the state last year. 

The season of 1901 started favorably, and 
the crop prospects were excellent until a 
withering drouth came. The wheat and oats 
were saved from it, but it dried up much of 
the corn in the fields and damaged the crop 
70 per cent in the aggregate. 

It parched other vegetation, making the 
pastures look like hay fields after harvest. 
With little or no corn and no pasture, the 
farmer was compelled to feed wheat to his 
stock. 

This was expensive, but the persevering 
farmer continued it until the water became 
even shorter than the food supply. 

Smal] streams and wells became dry. It 
was not uncommon for farmers and towns- 
people to haul water from rivers several 
miles away. 

The precious liquid was sold in the streets 
of towns by the wholesale. 

In some sections of the state the inhabi- 
tants actually starved. Their crops failed 
completely. If help had not been sent from 
other sections of the state they would have 
died of famine. 


STATE’S WORST YEAR. 


Last year brought the worst crop failure 
in the history of the state. It discouraged 
hundreds of farmers who moved to other 
states. Land values fel] and the disaster 
was so great that Missouri was advertised 
widely as a good state to evade.

Present conditions are so unlike those of 
last year that the records of the two sea-

NEW COMBINE OF RAILWAYS 


Morgan Means to Group Southern 
Roads and Astound Other Sys- 
tem Managers. 


Special to the Fost-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The return of J. P. 
Morgan from abroad, it is generally be- 
lieved in Wall street,’ will be followed by 
developments in the southern railroad 
world that will astound the nation. 


Mr. Morgan’s interests have become s0 
large in that section of the country, and 
the burden of carrying the majority stock 
necessary to the control of the situation 
has become so heavy that even the atlas 
of the financial world feels compelled to 
shift it in part to other shoulders. 

There is little doubt that during Mr. Mor- 
gan’s absence in Europe, George W. Perk- 
ins, the genius.of the office of J. P. Morgan 

Co. when the head of the firm is away, 
has been at work ona plan similar to that 
of the Northern Securities Co. for the 
amalgamation of the southern roads which 
Mr. Morgan and his friends control. 

For this reason Mr. Morgan is particu- 
larly anxious to have the courts pass as 
spesdily as possible upon the legality of 
the Northern Securities Co. f the courts 
declare that a corporation has the same 
right as an individual to hold a majority cf 
the gtock of several railroad corporations 
and control them to suit its own policy and 
purposes the virtual amalgamation of all 
southern railroads will become an easy 
matter. 

Millions of dollars which Mr. Morgan has 
been compelled to keep tied up in the securi- 
ties of individual roads will then be re- 
leased for other purposes. A third of the 
money now invested in these properties will 
be sufficient to retain control of them under 
this plan. Having acquired possession of 
Louisville-& Nashville by exercising his op- 
tion on 200, shares at one fifty, Mr. Mor- 
— is now trying to arrange a method of 
armonizing it with the Southern railway 
and his subsidfary lines without antagoniz- 
ing the governments of the southern states, 
nearly all of which have stringent laws 
against the amalgamation of competing 
railroad systems. 

Mr. Morgan at the present time controls 
nearly every important railroad system in 
the South with the exception of Illinois 
Central and Seaboard Air Line, a new sys- 
tem of roads recently put a by Jonn 
Skelton William of Richmond, Va.

Morgan to confine his railroad operations in 
the South to the a get et south of the Ohio 
river and far east of the Mississippi. .

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 9.—Since M. A. 
Verner of Pittsburg, Pa., was granted a 
concession here last May for the establish- 


ment of the electric railroad from S8t. Pe- 
tersburg to a suburb of the city, the entire 


Street railroad situation in St. Petersburg 


has changed. 

| Mr. Verner has formed a partnership 
with Engineer Battinsky, who last year de- 
manded a concession for an elevated rail- 


road 59 miles long, to cost $98,000,000. Bat- 
tinsky secured an interview with the Czar, 
who demanded the documents of the tram- 
way commission, and indorsed them with 
a recommendation of concession’ to the 
inanciers of the project which virtually 
meant Mr. Verner. 

M. de Witte, minister of finance, and Mr. 
Verner immediately gan negotiating 
terms upon which the value of the conces- 

n wvuld depend. The municipality of 
St. Petersburg has already received the 
sanction of the government to accept con- 

ction bids for the electrification of the 
street railway lines ‘it now owns. 

‘The Novoe Vremya has begun a vehement 
epmpeign against this concession, pre- 
ferring municipal ownership of the traction 


@ystem,.with operation under lease. The

Failed to Make Nomination.

MANSFIELD, Mo., Aug. 9.—The Repub- 
lican senatorial convention which met at 
Cabool, Aug. 6, adjourned last night to meet 
again Aug. 26 at Cabool. The convention 
voted all day Wednesday and part of the 
night; voted Thursday and riday also 
and could not nominate a man. Three can- 
didates started at the beginning of the 
convention, namely John D. Young of Tex- 
as County, Jno.

The pulpit, unhappily, in these days of 
schism and @isintegration, is not back ward 
in promoting views that only find their 
full development in agnosticism, Ingersoll- 
ism et id omne: ignorant of the fact; (and 
I make the statement deliberately), that 
there is not a heresy, or any form of doubt 
of unbelief in this day and generation, that 
has not “had its little day,’’ and been de- 
termined, within the first 500 years of the 
church's existence. All these questions 
about the authenticity of the Bible, its 
myths and falsities, are all old things and 
flings at divine revelation, which the 
church has examined and condemned cen- 
turies before our present new lights were 
conceived. The devil—who has been per- 
suading men that he does not exist—has 
originated them all. But he has exhausted 
his resources, and now only rehashes what 
has been proved false in the past, present- 
ing them indeed with a difference, but 
with his amused old grin behind them 
still. 

For example, there is a graffito in tho 
barracks of the Palace of the Cesars which 
reads, “Alexandros cebhete (sebastai) the- 
on.” Alexander worships his God; which 
“God” is a crucifed man with an ass’ 
head. A few years ago une of our mission- | 
aries from Ching visited St. Louls on a 
leave of absence. He brought with him 
several large posters which he had taken 
down from the walls of the city in which 
he dwelt. One of them was a crucified 
hog, the forelegs «tretched out in such wise 
as to represent the arms of the God-~man, 
that Christians worship. So the pagan Chi- 
nese were incited to picture our Blessed 
Lord! Nineteen centuries ago it was a man 
with an ass’ head. In the nineteenth cen- 
tury it was a hog! The icst form presents 
the same thought as the first, only the ob- 
jective is varied, and is a deterioration; 
but it is the conception of the same devll 
still tighting the body and the Book of the 
Son of God. The devil, after all, is very 
unoriginal, and barren of thought. 

If the f Ruth, the Moabitess, is an 
alleg n, as she appears in the gen- 
ealogidal descent of the humanity of our 
Blessed Lord, she furnishes an instance 
of the application of the supernatural be- 
yond anything of which I have ever heard. 
For surely it is extremely marvelous that 
an “allegoty’? could bear children from 
whom the Savior is descended! I can only 
éx¢laim with the old dominie, ‘‘Pro-dilgi- 
ous!”’ 

Then. again, if Balaam’s aes is an alle- 
gory, he has proved to be a most prolific 
one, considering the number of his de- 
scendants today. 

It ig no matter of surprise that no record 
is found of the conversion of the Ninevites, 
for Jonah’s date—aceording to the latest 
chronology—is about 800 B. C., it being re- 
corded of him (II. Kings, M4, 2%) that he 
was ‘“‘the son of Amittai, the prophet, which 
was of Gath-hepher.’”’ A queer record for 
an “‘allegory.’’ Jonah proved to be e prophet 
of comfort, perhaps, in the reign of Jero- 
boam, the son of Joash. From B. C. 810 
to 750, plague, pestilence and internal dis- 
sension disturbed the Aasyrian monarchy, 
which may have inclined them to listen to 
the appeals of Jonah, and at the same 
time prevent any notice of that or other 
important events in Assyrian history. But

TRAGEDY IN SOUTH ILLINOIS 


S. C. RAGSDALE SHOT W. D. RAGS- 
DALE NEAR VIENNA. 


The Young Man Has Borne a Good 
Reputation, Been a School 
Teacher, Is Married and 
Has Three Children.

VIENNA, Ill., Aug. 9.—S. C. Ragsdale, 
who shot and killed his father, W. D. Rags- 
dale, a merchant of West Vienna, and fs in 
jail here, held for murder by the coroner, 
talks freely of the tragedy, and thinks he 
had provocation for the crime. 

The killing took place at the home of 8. 
C.. Ragsdale, who was living on a farm 
leased from the older Ragsdale. Sheriff 
Hankins brought in the murderer and 


lodged him in the Gounty jail. The difficulty 
grew out of a series of wrangles over the 
eet of the farm and the treat- 
ment W. D. Ragsdale had shown his wife, 
the mother of the younger Ragsdale. 

It seems that the elder Ragsdale had 
another wife living in Missouri and the 
family here had gotten the impression that 
“ee pene was saving up all he could get 
and sending it to the other woman.

sdale had gone over to the farm and 
insisted on taking away the teams that 
were in use there because the younger 
Ragsdale would not sign a new contract. 
Some words passed between the two and 
the old gentleman undertook to drive one 
of tthe teams away and this precipitated 


the difficulty. 

he story of the prisoner is that his 
father was so enraged when he attempted 
to prevent his taking the team that he 
took up a hoe and started for his gon, 
when the son ran into the house. 

The son returned with a revolver and 
when he got in front of the team the old 
gentleman started at him with a rock and 
to protect himself the son shot him.

The coroner's jury found 
the prisoner guilty of homicide without 
justification. 

The murderer is about 35 years old -and 
has been a school teacher in this county.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 9.—As nearly 
as can be at present learned, mines in the 
anthracite region will be abandoned en- 
tirely, owing to the great damage done ty 
flooding with water and ythe falling of earth 
from the roof, Phe loss will amount to 
$5,000,000. 

It is possible this list will be eonsidetably 
increased, because it cannot be told now 
just what the condition of some of the 
mines is. The abandonment is due to the 
fact that since the strike bega@h the com- 
panies have been unable to keep them glear 
of water, and they have gradually filled un- 
til now the expense of pumping them out 
and getting them in shape for work would 
be greater than the profit on the coal left 
in them. 

Conservative estimates place the loss of 
the mines at ever $5,000,000, while the cost 
of clearing the great number which are 
opadly damaged will be twice that sum. 
Already the loss to operators by unmined 
coal at the normal price js $20,000,000 and the 
immense sum of $40,000,000 will hardly cover 
their aggregate losses and expenses for 
the 13 weeks of the strike which ended 
today. . 

Inspectors of various districts -estimate 
that it will take from one to four- months 
to get most of the mines in shape for work- 
ing, and as there are $67 collieries, the im- 
mense expenditure, Mostly for clearing up 


the workings, is difficult to estimate. The 
niines which are to be@ amandoned are 
caiefly the oldest in the region and those 
which have been most worked. ey: are 
deep and each of the strata és well worked 
out, so that there is an enormous amount 
of room for the water to gather. 


Deepest Mines 
in Wagst Shape. 

The deeper the mine the greater the 
amount of water that flows Into and the 
greater the cost of operations, both in clear- 
ing the mine and mining the coal. That is 
the reason most ef the miner to be aban- 
doned are in the Schuylkill district, where 
the operations are at.a greater depth than 
anywhere else in the coal: fields. The 
deepest is 700 feet down. i 


In the Luzerne and Lackawanna region, 
where many of the mines are at a nigher 
elevation than those in the Schuylkill dis- 
trict, the flooding has not been so great, 
and it is easier to keep them in condition, 
but where the operators have been unable 
to fill the places of the striking engineers, 
firemen and pumpmen, the 'osses are ve y 
great,.and it’ will be nyenths after the 
strike is el as before some of the cGollieries 
are in, condition to operate. 

In the Scranton district they are in some- 
what better shape. But the greatest loss 
will be in he Schuf%kill Basin. The seven 
mines whose names can now be had rep- 
resent, in the opinion of experts, only about 
cne-third the number which will be aband- 
oned, some perhaps only for a few years, 
but most of them permanenthy, 

Villages Will 

Be Deserted. 

The whole number of men affected will 
be about‘ten thousand, and many small 
mining villages will be deserted, so that 
there {is to be added to the mining loss a 
property loss which cannot be estimated 
now. ? : 

The fornpanies ure not admitting that 
their mines will not reopen, because they 
desire to Keep all the hands they can ready 
to resume work when the strike is over. 
So many ahve gone West that it is antici- 
pated there will be more places than there 
are men when the strike ends. Neverthe- 
less, the strike leaders ar well informed on 
the matter and know about the conditions 
of all the mines. 

It is noticeable that the men formerly 
enployed at those mines which are to be 
abandoned are moving from the region or 
searching for other work. The loss of the 
several mines of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal Co. will not seriously de- 
crease the output of that company, as it 
has great tracts of virgin coal in parts of 
the Schuylki]l region which will now, it is 
expected, be mined.

Suggestion Made That Women Try 
Cleaning Other Things Than the 
Streets of St. Louis. 


BY ROSE MARION.®* 


Are you of the female sex? 

If you are, take heed. Engage in no dif- 
ference with your neighbor that may re- 
quire the adjustment of a court. Submit 
to anything, either In or out of reason, but 
make no complaint to the. police. 

Let your neighbors, if they are bad 
enough, tear up your children’s garden’ let 
them throw mud upon your clean sidewalk; 
let them kill your pet dog. Suffer in sji- 
lence. 

Make no effort for redrese unless—now 
listen carefully to the unless—unless their 
actions take upon themselves the dignity 
of a real crime as defined by the statutes 
of the state of Missmuri. : 

Then you are safe. The city or the state, 
or some other of our great institutions, wil! 
take charge ‘of the affair, and you will be 
permitted to play second fiddle if you wish. 

Don’t let your children get into the habit 
of telling the bad little boy that makes fe 
miserable for them that “My mamma will 
get you arrested.”’ It would be only an idle 
threat. You couldn't live up to the state- 
ment. If you did you'd have to go into a 
police court. z 

You mustn't go there. 
spectability is in danger. 


Courts Unfit ° ‘ 
for Women. 
Think of that, women of this great re- 
public, this land of the free, this home of 


the brave. I don’t want to be anarchisti> 
any more than you do,but I can’t reconcile 
these things. The courts of justfce of a 
country _or a city are unfit for the presence 
of a good woman! Surely things are in a 
bad way. 

And yet Judge Daniel O’Connell Tracy of 
the Dayton Street Police Court is authority 
for this statement: ‘The police court is 
no place for a respectable woman.” Be 
impressed. These are the words of a judge, 
whose days are spent in a police court, 
and who should know that of whieh he 
talks. 

Not the language of a theorist. Not the 
talk of a man who thinks, but has not seen. 
Judge Tracy expressed himself thus no 
longer ago than last Friday, when a larger 
number of women than usual were pres- 
ent in his court as witnesses and prirf#:- 
pals in “‘clothesline quarrel’’ trials. Be- 
cAuse of the United States constitution, a 
document deserving of some respect, I 
should fancy, it was necessary for these 
cases to be tried after those in which the 
defendants were actual ‘prisoners. The 
women had been compelled to listen to tes- 


timony which Judge Tracy decided was un- 
fit for the ears of respectable women. 
Hence his address. 


Judge Tracy Cornered 
by Rose Marion. 

Far be it from me to contradict Judge 
Tracy's atatement. Even should I desire to 
do so, it would be impossible. Once for a 
few hours on a ‘‘mild day” I did reportoria] 
duty in his particular cqurt. Most of the 
time I was much amused. Like most 
women, I found the manners and customs 
of' the court strange, and there were some 


tuings that -were instructive. Once in 
awhile there was language that I should 
have preferred ‘‘cut out,’’ and there was 
one case during the trial of which 1 strong- 
ly wished for temporary deafness. 

These facts are neither here nor thgré. 
Our courts are for the citizens of this 
country, be they male or female, good or 
bad. They should be such that no woman 
would have a hesitancy about entering 
their doors. If this is not the case, are not 
the ends of justice defeated? Are not po- 
lice courts such as we have them a hin- 
drance rather than a help to good morals? 

Som@é of these questions I asked Judge 
Tracy yesterday. 

He agreed that {ff things were as they 
should be, a woman could go to any place 
frequented by men. Not being an advocate 
of the “single standard of morals,’ | 
searcely assented. It seems a rather 
roundabout way, to revolutionize the whole 
order of things so that the police courts 
may be fairly decent. 

‘But as they are not,”’ he continued, ‘‘a 
police court is not a fit place for a wom- 
an.”’

“T should advise women to suffer many 
inconveniences before becoming involved 
ina trial that must be held in a police 
court. 

“Tf neighbors are the cause, dnd peace 
can not < brought about any other way, 
I should recommend moving.” 


Language of Court 

Shocks Hardened Ones. 

If some of us modved every time we 
were imposed upon the ‘moving’’ men 
would have a “rushing”’ business.’ Own- 
ers of houses in the neighborhood of 
quarrelsome persons would have to reduce 


rents. Unscrupulous persons might make 
a business of making themselves disagree- 
able in order to have’no neighbors or to 
make the price of land low.

But existing circumstances should be 
such that it would be possible for a wo- 
man to be a plaintiff in a police court 
case without having her sense of propriety 
offended. 

Whether it would be well to. have a pri- 
vate room in which persons not interested 
in all the court proceedings might sit un- 
til their cases were cal'ed, or whether the 
pelice courts should adopt the method of 
the ball parks&S and have a “ladies’ day,’’ 
upon which no cases unfit for the ears of 

gaod woman wow! be tried, I know not.

like Judge Tracy, I have nothing but 
condemnation for the woman who fre- 
quents courts for the sensationalism pro- 
vided. Unlike him, I de not belleve in mov- 
ing to keep the peace. Quarrels are bad, 
but moving tis “awful.” It disturbs the 
directory, too. It seems to me that it is a 
disgrace to the country that the only place 
where certain trials can be held are unfit 
for the presence of half of the human 
race. Mean persons are encouraged |! 
their wrong doing if they know that the 
victims cannot obtain relief without going 
into a police court “‘where no respectable 
woman would go." 

Judge Tracy's words are in danger of be- 
coming a menace to the ety instead of the 
bed.

HAS NO USE FOR DRUNKARDS 


SPEAK-EASY HAS BEEN CONDUCT- 
ED IN THE BUREAU.

Political Influence No Longer Procures 
the Reinstatement of Dismissed 
Offenders, as Was For- 
merly the Rule.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—‘*Keep sober, 
pay your debts, or else receive your dis- 
missal.’’ . 

That, in a nutshell, is the edict issued hy 
Commissioner of Pensions Ware to the 17% 
clérks employed in the pension bureau, and 
the few who have disregarded the ukagse 
find that there is no appeak Dismissal has 
followed in every case of a violation of the 
principles laid down above that has been 
reported to the commissioner. On several 
occasions the pension office has been 
brought before the public eye in an un- 
favorable light on account of the miscon- 


duct of clerks, and has been regarded is 
many quarters as the most loosely con- 
ducted bureau of the government. Many 
old soldiers, have been omnpeves at 
the pension office, and political influence 
has always been a potent factor In procuf- 
ing promotions and discharges from the 
bureau. / 
For this reason maftg faults and short- 
comings have been overlooked, and every 
attempt to weed out offenders was followed 
by such a strenuous protest on the part 
of their friends and political backers th 
reéinstatements. have almost immediatel 
followed dismissals. Commissioner Ware 
has started out with a Napoleonic motto, 
“We have changed all that,” and the sev- 
eral dismissals within the past week have 
testified to his earnestness of purpose. 
The crusade against intemperance among 
the clerks in the pension office can be dat- 
ed back to November of 189. At that time 
a great many clerks appeared at their desXs | 
at 9 a.m. apparently sober and, without 
having left the room. where they were u8- 
signed for more than a minute or two at a 
time, would become so intoxicated that they 
would be incapacitated for work hefo 
noon hour and would have to be sent RQ) 
in cabs, ee 


Set a Watch 
on the Clerks. 
Commisioner Evans was apprised of the 
state of things and directed 4hat a’ watch 


pe. kept en.these men. As a reguit it was 
ound that a full-fledged speakeasy was in 
active operation right in the heart of the 
building in. a secluded nook arhong the file 
cases, afd that the accumulation of a well- 
rounded jag in office hours wag no diffi- 
cult feat for any clerk in the bureau. 

An investigation was ordered and the 
offenders dismissed, but they were, almost 
to a man, reinstated on their promise to be 
good in the future. Two of the men dis- 
missed by Commissioner Ware far inebrit 
were involved in the “speak-easy” affair 
and were dismissed at that time and after- 
wards reinstated. 

“Another bas made application for admis- 
sion to the home. The friends of a third 
are trying to have him committed to the 
government insane asylum. All of these 
men were bright clerks, drawing good sald- 
ries, but addicted to the use of intoxicants. 


How They Were 
Dismissed? 
“The dismissals have been brought about 
in various ways. Some of the clerks were 


accused of being drunk while on 4uty. 
The evidence, waa complete in these cases, 
and they were itmmediately dismissed. 
Others, who were known to be drinking 
men, have been reported sick. A physician 
was sent to their homes, and if he diag- 
nosed the case as oné of alcoholism, they 
were [Immediately dismissed. In other cases 
where the clerks were reported sick the pny- 
sician failed to find them at their homes, 
and further evidence was found that they 
were about the saloons in the city, and they 
were also dismisséd. 

“It was reported to me ogg s after I 
became head of the nsion office tha 
many clerks were addicted to the use o 
intoxicants and drugs, some of them to 
the extent of interfering with their offi- 
cial duties,’’ said Commissioner Ware to 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent. “I then 
issued instructions to the chief clerk to 
report to me all offenders and as a result 
of these reports several clerks have been 
dismissed.

In retaliation 
for these two attacks the Goulds have gse- 
cured traffic concessions from the St. Pal 
that are more valuable to their lines than 
any losses which they have as yet sustaincd 
from the Pennsylvania attacks. 

It is a drawn battle today, although the 
fight is growing in scope, and may involve 
most of the great. trunk lines of the coun- 
try befor@it is finished.

Given a Wild Welcome by the Throng 
as They Ber: Westminster 
Abbey. 

LONDON, Aug. 9.—From 8 o'clock in the 
morning, the scenes outside the abbey grew 
gradually in splendor and color. The gor- 
geous preparations for the crowning cere- 
mony reached their climax there. The 
troops present were picked regiments of the 


army, and the bands of music were the best 
the English barracks could send out. In 
the background of this pageant of West- 
minster Abbey, so transformed by decora- 
tions and stands that it was scarcely recox- 
nizable, and serried rows of gaily dressed 
people rose in tiers of seats from the road- 
way on each side to re ht. Near 
the west door of the abbey stood a double 
line of sailors in blue uniforms, with white 
straw hats, making a block of color in the 
line of troops. Behind . in a dlage of 
gold, the band of the Roéyal Horse Guards 
waited for the King.

EXPERIMENTS YNDICATE IT IS

NATURAL DRAFT ONLY TRIED

If Forced Draft Test Is' as Success- 
ful, Many Ships Will Be Equipped 
With Burners.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—The day when 
the ships of the American navy will use 
crude petroleum for fuel is, apparently, 12< 
far distant. During tha past Week the of- 
ficers of the steam engineering burcau 
have been conducting an endurance test 
with a boiler like that which it is proposed 
to fit the cruisors of the VDerver ciassa. 
The test has been so successful that |: is 
the opinion of A.imicil Melville's subvr- 
dirates that thay nave e.ved the prs.- 
lor: :

Oil 
burners will enable the navy to do away 
With the great expense of coal on the Pa- 
cifle station, where coal costs about $8\a 
tom. OH from the Texas and ‘California 
fields would be taken aboard at prices not 
above $1 a barrel. At that price the evap- 
erating capacity of ofl would be equal to 
that of coal at §2.50 per ton.

“The proposition naturally surprised 
us and we promptly and firmly rejected it 
After securing space for our exhibits we 
returhed to Missourt to gather them to- 
gether, and we even had our booth fixtures 
made in our own state. We held that a 
Missouri exhibit must® be all of Missouri 
rroduct. 

Poin 19% there wil! be held tn the city of 
St. Louis a magnificent’ exposition, proba- 
bly the greatest ever held. As in former 
expositions, there will probably be. decep- 
tions and misrepresentations by exhibitors 
In the intéreet of the great apple grow'!ns 
industry of Missouri, as well as for falr- 
ess and honesty tn other exhibits, we 
should all deem it of the greatest tmport- 
ance that all exhibitors should be required 
to give satisfactory evidence and proof 
that their respective exhibits are ™ fact, 
and not in name only. from the section, 
state or country as represented.” 

These sentiments were later put tn the 
form of a reenlution which was passed 
by the convention.

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SAFETY VAULTS OF 


Tomorrow morning the Mercantile Trust 
Co. will throw open the doors of its new 
home at the northeast corner qf Eighth 
and Locust streets. 

It is a commercial palace, blending in Je- 
lightful ensemble the most perfect appoint- 
ments of an up-to-date banking institution 
with the most artistic decorations and mag- 
nificent furnishings. 

The new building is located in the center 
of the business district bounded by Fourth 
and Twelfth streets, Market street and 
Washington avenue. It has a frontage of 
80 feet on Locust street and 120 feet on 
Eighth street, with light on three sides. 

The height of two street fronts above the 
sidewalk level is 50 feet, the depth of foun- 
dations 20 feet. The basement walis and 
piers are built of storie, the first and gal- 
lery stories of solid granite, while the roof 
is of slate with copper garnishment. 

A striking featyro of the exterior are 15 
granite columns employed in the construc- 
tion of the two facades. Each of them 
measures 28 1-3 feet in height, wtih a 
diameter at the base of three fest. They 
@re purely Tonic in architectural detail, 
and have richly carved bases and capitals. 
The effect of these columns is enhanced by 
the rather severe treatment given the cor- 
ner pliers, which are without ornament, and 
the massive entablature which ties the en- 
tire composition together at the top. 

The principal entrance ig located in the 
center of the Locust street facade, adorned 
on either side with massive metal candel- 
abra; the opening itself is framed with a 
massive granite architrave and surmeunted 
with a handsomely carved pediment in 
whose center is carved the monogram of 
the institution. From this doorway, through 
@ massive pair of tron gates, the vesti- 
bule is reached. Its walls and ceiling are 
faced with massive moulded English voined 
marble. 

Gallery Suspended 
By Heavy Chains. 

Double acting mahogany doors lead from 
the vestibule into the banking room. Its 
area is 72 by 93 feet and it has a clear 
height of 36 feet. On every side of the 
banking room are massive marble pilasters 
whose capitals are of distinct Roman type 
and most-elaborate decoration. These 
pilasters serve as supports to the gallery, 
which encircles the entire room at a height 
of 18 feet.* This gallery is suspended on 
heavy metal chains, highly ornamented, 
and terminating in immense globes of 
electric light. Over the well formed by 
this gallery at a height of 36 feet is the 
immense céiling light arranged in cof- 
fered panels and glazed with Florentine 
giass. 

The open space for the company’s patrons 
extends through the center of the banking 
room for a distance of 75 feet, and meas- 
tres 24 feet in width. Flanked on either 
side are the tellers’ compartments. Their 
occupants will be in full view of each other 
and of visitors, the importance of ‘access 
and intercommunication of the _ entire 
workirg department having been recug- 


nized in the planning of the banking room. 
Commodious offices, both public and pri- 


vate, have been constructed both on the 
right and left of the public space. The 
finish and decorations of all are most artis- 
tic. 

The banking counters, fronts of tellers’ 
compartments and the dividing screens for 
the. private offices are of English veincd 
white Italian marble, handsomely moulded 
@nd carved, with panels of a deep™green 
Verde antique marble, the grills of Pom- 
pelian bronze, the gates of solid tabasco 
mahogany, the combination forming a most 
@rtistic and delightful design. The floors 
are of imported Mettlach tile, a buff-col- 
ored field, bordered on the edge with dark 
green and solid red. 

In the center of the public space, a stair- 
Case leads to the safe deposit vaults belovs 
ft is liberal in dimensions and inclosed with 
@ heavy marble balustrade, flanked by 
Pedestals on either side. These handsomely 
carved pedestals are surmounted by two 
marble Hons, each guarding a shield on 
which is emblazoned the monogram of the 
institution. Writing desks for the public 
have been placed on the three sides of the 
balustrades. 

In the center of the rear wall of this spa- 
cious room, in full view of the visitor, is 
the main staircase and elevator, giving ac- 
cess to basement, mezzanine floor, gallerv 
and attic. They are entirely of metal, 
marble and mahogany.

Immediately beyond and adfoining the 
main banking room is the committee room,

sian rug. The walls are handsomely watin- 
scoted, nine feet in height. The room is 
furnished with luxurious easy chairs. 

From the gallery, which encircles the 
main room, a full appreciation can be had 
of its scope and elegance; of the marble 
walls and screens; the mighty chains ccn- 
Stantly at work, and the lavish diepidy of 
electric chandeliers; the pilasters, cornice 
and ceiling light. The finish of this gallery 
finor is of a very rich antique oak, similar 
material being used for the rails which di- 
vide the gallery into the different «orking 
Gepartments.

LAWTON, O. T., Aug. 6.—One year old 
foday, Lawton is a lusty infant.

One year and one week, ago the popula- 
tion was fimeiiént fick rabbit and a brace 
of prairie chickens.

* One year and one week ago the site of the 
city was a desolate half-section of blue- 
stem esquite and buffalo grass, an un- 
brokeh, brown, bare sod. 

Exactly ond year ago today, the date of 
the opening of the ‘‘new country” b, proc- 
lamation of the’ President and the birthday 
ef tho city of Lawton, there were just three 
Buildings on the townsite. They were the 
United States land office and two small 
shacks accommodating a natio1a1 »ank 
and a posse of deputy marshals, and they 
had been bullt within the week 

Last Aug. 6 I witnessed the birth of 
Iawton. That night I departed, riding by 
Wagon 3% miles to the nearest railroad 
poin® This morning I rode into Imwton 
in a railroad coach on a line paralleled for 
several miles by another railroad which 

mises to run trains into the city Aug. 
The completéd line is the Rock Island 
@nd the one now building is the Frisco. 

It is my purpose briefly to describe what 
one year has brought forth here upon this 
far southwestern prairie, where until last 
year the roving Comanche pitched his tent, 
Unvexed of the paleface throug. 


LAWTON A PURE UNIQUE, 

Th mary respects Lawton is a_ pure 
unique among the cities of the wor!d. In 
the first place. she came into being not 
through the old-fashioned cowpath method 
of settlement and growth, but at the behest 
of Uncle Sam, who figured out the imme- 
diate future of the infant city to such 
nicety that no swaddling clothes nor tecth- 
ing bottle have been required.

town was that the cradle, in which the 'tn- 
fai was to be rocked for the first year of 
its life was entirely too small. 

The government set aside a half section 
of land for this townsite, to be the capital 
of the new county of Comanche. This land 
fia in the form of an oblong quadrangle. It 
is exactly one mile long from east to west 
and half a mile wide from north to south. 

This townsite is Lawton's shape today. 
The city has grown until the half-section, 
or 820 acres of land, is filled, but not to 
overfiowing. It cannot overflow just ye;:, 
for,it is bounded on three sides by Indian 
and school lands, not open to townsite priv- 
ileges, and on the south by the claim ‘of 
the late James R. Wood, winner of the cap- 
ital prize in the lottery by which 12,000 
homesteads were awarded last August. 

The Wood addition is not yet upon the 
market. Consequently Lawton is hemmed 
in as by a wall, and cannot grow beyond 
the itmits of this half section just yet.

LAWTON GREW DOWN. 
There is another unique feature about 
Lawton, more remarkable than the shape of 


the city and the lack of outskirts. That is, 
that Lawton grew down instead of up. 

Most cities grow up. They begin afong 
the cowpath, and in the course of decades 
or centuries become pepulous. 

Lawion was thriee as pepulous last Aug. 
6 as she is today. But then she was a 
townsite, a part of the unbroken plateau. 
Now she is a cl a white man's abiding 
place. 

But the population a year ago was not 
upon the townsite. It was all to the south 
and east of the site. Perhaps 20,000 per- 
sons dwelt in tents along the eastern and 
southern boundaries, known then respect- 
ively as Goo-Goo avenue and Main street 
—names which have perished from the 
present Lawton. 


One year ago today I stood before my 
tent near the western end of this perished 
Main street (now Seuth Boundary) and 
watched a big jack rabbit lope in from the 
dashed in 

ween ethe two lines of tents and fuund 
himself in strange company. He was a 
very much frightened jack-rabbit, a deni- 
zen of the prairie running the gauntlet of 
the paleface. There was nothing for him 
to do but cut straight down the mile-long 
street, for there were tents to the right of 
him and tents to the left of him. 


THE SURPRISED JACK RABBIT. 

Ry the time Mr. Jack passed my tent a 
mob of several thousand mengand boys, 
constantly growing, was chasing him. Six- 
shooters popped at intervals, and the rab- 
bit dodged right and left. The bullets 
missed him and he leaped over a small 
tent and escaped into his"%»wn country. 

That same day I beheld another mob, 
an angry one, following a rascally gam- 
bing shark, in the custody of United 
States deputy marshals,

Great stacks of lumber had been hauled in 
by wagon prior to the opening, and within 
two or three daya Lawton began to take 
on the appearance of a town. The first 
structures were frail, being hurriedly put 
tegether, but within a month from the 
opening there were. many well-built stores 
and dwellings. 


BUILT IN EIGHT MONTHS. 

All last fall and winter and spring the 
building activity was at its height, and 
nearly all of the present Lawton was built 
within eight months. 


What that means only one who saw the 
place a year ago and who sees it today can 
properly appreciate. The city has a raw 
look, to be sure; but there is noth.ng 
about it to suggest the struggling village. 

Lawton has four business avenues, with 
many stores and shops on the crogs-streets. 
If all the business houses of Lawton were 
placed side by side it is estimated that 
ney would make a solid line eight miles 
ong. :, 

There are a score of handsome brick 
buildings of two stories and a dozen such 
structures made of stone. ‘The others are 
built of lumber, one and two stories high. 

Recently a good quality of brick clay has 
been discovered near Lawton, and bricks of 
home manufacture will be upon the market 
shortly. This will cheapen the cost of 
brick buildings, and therframe houses will 
ee wer more rapidly to the solider ma- 
terial. 

There are in Lawton miles and miles ot 
cosy cottages and two-story dwelling 
houses. Some of the lots in the residence 
districts are occupied by shacks hardly 
large enough to accommodate a bed and 
a stovepipe hole, but the majority of the 
houses are of several rooms each, and 
there are long rows of dwellings bullt in 
the most mode styles of architecture. 

Nearly all thé dwellings, as In the aver- 
age western town, are of one story. One 
of these four or five-room cottages rents 
for $25 a month and !s in demand—on ac- 
count of the imaginawy wall about the 
city which has prevented its expansion. 

As stated, Lawton grew down to its 
present population. It was merely a mat- 
ter of the survival of the fittest. Those

Many who failed to buy lots at the auc- 
tion, or who drew blanks In the great land 
lottery, folded their tents at once and 
quietly stole away.

All lines of business that were over- 
crowded thus grew down to proper propor- 
tions, and yet there are only half a dozen 
or so vacant storerooms in Lawton; for as 
one man moved out another man in some 
new line moved in, and thus the town re- 
mained full up to the sideboards. 

Store rents are high enough to bring the 
owner of a lot a large income. Fur in- 
stance, F. M. Rice of St. Louis is part 
owner of a lot diagonally across from the 
land office which contains two or three 
one-story shacks that bring In $1500 a 
,month rental. The lost cost $1000 at auc- 
tion, and is said to be held at $5000 today. 

The City National Bank is now in a 
$10,000 brick building of its own. The 
wooden shanty in which {it first did busi- 
ness was moved across the street last win- 
ter, the bank vault being left out in the 
open air at the rear of thelot. Every aft- 
ernoon the bank officials would carry from 
$30,000 to $50,000 to this vault and lock up 
the cash over night. No attempt was made 
to rob the vault. 

There are five banks In Lawton, and 
four daily newspapers. 

The altitude of Lawton {fs 950 feet. and the 
fire insurance rate is from 10 to 12 per 
cent. The water question is the most se- 
rious problem confronting the city. As yet 
there are no waterworks, and nearly al! 
the water that is used must be hauled 
from wells on the Indian school lands and 
peddled from door to door. 

Water sells at 15 cents a barrel. It Its 
g00d, wholesome water, too. so long as it 
remains fresh. The cifvy has ample funds 
from the lot sale for building a waterworks 
system, and it is probable that weter will 
be piped from a reservoir to be built at 
Medicine Bluffs. seven miles northwest of 
the city. where a stream of clear water 
runs down from the Wichita mountains. 


HOW LAWTON FIGHTS FIRE. 

Lawton, however, does not appear to fear 
fire, for all her woodenness. Recently a 
bullding caught fire. The only firemen’s 
organization is a bucket brigade. The bri- 


gade was on hand early with the buckets, 
but there was no water. 

Suddenly a water wagon dashed up, its 
tank containing 20 barrels of the salable 
article. «The city council offers a bonus of 
$5 to the first water wagon man to reach a 
fire, besides paying for his water at the 
barrel rate. 

The bucket brigade hardly had 
work when a dozen more water 
dashed up and went into action. 
was confined to the one building, and a 
St. Louls man who was in the crowd was 
heard to remark: 

‘Well, you fellows don’t need engines. The 
St. 1.ouls fire department can’t beat you at

TROTTING RECORD 


Rhythmic, a Green Hors 


A i 


e at the Start of the Season, Is 


Attracting the Attention of the Harness Horse 
World By His Remarkable Performances. 


A green horse, totally blind, may yet 
hold the world’s trotting championship. 
Rhythmic, who has been winning races con- 
sistently on the grand circuit, and who 
before the present season had never raced 
in open competition, is the horse who is 
looked upon as the possible animal to ac- 
complish this wonderful feat. 

The well-known trotting driver, Scott 
Hudson, says. there is every reason to be- 
lieve Rhythmic will be the ‘find’ of the 
year, and that the sensational perform- 
ances of the black whirlwind point to a 
great future. Other critics who have 
watched the blind trotter work concur in 
the opinion expressed by the famous Ken- 
tucky Jehu. 

Hudson declared before leaving Lexing- 
ton that he would drive the horse in 2:04 
in a@ race before the close of the season, 
and that in 1998 Rhythmic would rob Cres- 
ceus of his crown. There is no more in- 
teresting history connected with any horse 
now prominent in the trotting world than 
that of the winner of the classic M. & M. 
in 1902. 

Ithythmic is a Kentucky production out 
and out, as his sire and dam were both 
bred in that state, and all hail from the 
one section, Bourbon County. He was 
broken as a 2-year-old, but after showing 
hig ability to trot fast even at that tender 
age, was attacked with pink eye. It was 
a long siege before he recovered, and then 
his sight was affected. 


This season Turney made arrangements 
with Scott Hudson to take the horse, 
which, in the meantime, had become al- 
most totally blind. He can just distin- 
guish between light and dark, and notes 
the difference when a lantern is brought 
into his stall at night, although he can- 
not locate its direction. When Hudson be- 
gan to drive Rhythmic this season the 
great horse had little confidence in hi 
self, and the noted driver hooked a 
line to his riggings, with a guide strap at 
his chin.

With Paper Knife. 


ENGINEER WAS ASSAILANT 


Tragedy Occurred During a Fight That 
Was the Culmination of a Long 
Quarrel Over a Claim for 
Services.

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—Quarreling over the 
payment of an old bill for services, Walter 
A. Scott, president of the Illinois Wire Co., 
and wealthy, was stabbed to death by W. 
lL. Stebbings, a civil engineer, today. 

The fight occurred tn the office of the wire 
company on the eleventh floor of the 
Monadnock building, and a long, thin paper 
knife, snatched from the table, was the 
weapon used by Stebbings. 

The office of Stebbings is diréctly across 
the hall from that of the man he killed. 
After the stabbing, he went to his office 
and remained there until the police went to 
arrest him. He went to jail willingly, alleg- 
ing self-defense to justify his act, although 
he said he had intended only to knock 
Goott down. 


The fight was witnessed by Miss Myrtle 
Shumate, who is empjoyed as a stenogra- 
pher in Scott's office.

We can look around and take in the fea- 
tures of this wonderful scene. It is very 
splendid, though the King’s procession, 
with its superb pageantry, has not arrived. 
The south transept is rapidly filling with 
peers. Their ermined capes look white, 
almost luridly white, against the dun brown 
walls. The general effect is of heaps of 
soft snow splashed here and there with 
rich color. The galleries over the choir ure 
bright as flowerbeds with the uniforms of 
scarlet and gold, but striking as are the 
visual features of the scene its significance 
touches one deeper. = 

What is the temper of this brilliant as- 
semblage gathered under this roof? This 
is the coronation to which we ail look for- 
ward, yet all feel different from the cor- 
onation* as it might have been in June. 
Then in the sunshine, under cloudless skies, 
we might have thought only of the maz- 
nificence .of the pageant, the rhythm of the 
music and the jubilation of the crowds. 
Today, under lowering skies, the bray of 
trumpets, rush of varying melody cannot 
keep away more wholesome thoughts. Shall 
we say the secular tone of the occasion is 
lessened and the religious more prominent? 
What has happened in between June and 
August has chastened our thoughts. 

Now the music ceases. We have time 
to glance at the service and realize the sig- 
nificance of the religious ceremony, tlic real 
Value of life ties, its relations vith things 
which can not be measured by time.

His 
heart's desire has been gratified. 

A sigh of relief too deep for words went 
up from the hearts of his devoted people 
as cannon boomed the joyful tidings to 
the outside world at noon today. . 

The ceremonial proved to be of unim- 
agined gtateliness and splendor. The old 
gray walls of Westminster Abbey never 
in all the centuries of their existence 
looked down upon a spectacle of such sufr- 
passing magnificence. 

The scene was complete and congruous 
in every particular. 

It was a medieval pageant perfectiy 
acted on a stage fitly provided by Eng- 
land's most beautiful, most  historis 
Gothic edifice. The eye feasted on the dis- 
play of gorgeous apparel donned for this 
anachronistic ceremony by England's 
greatést men and her noblest and most 
beautiful women.

The 
frying pan makes more drunkards than 
the keg. Food improperly seiected and im- 
perfectly cooked leaves the stomach in an 
irritated condition which sets up a crav- 
ing for drink. 

“No food should be fried. Frying gives 
food a coating which makes it impervious 
to the gastric juices. The purpose of cook- 
ing food jis to promote digestion. Frying 
does not do this. 

“Y first tell a sick person what not to 
eat. The directions for that are about the 
same for all cases. I tell him not to eat 
pickles or salads with vinegar, and no 


fried food, because these things hinder 
digestion. 

“fT tell him not to eat meat because it 
fs not necessary. The same nourishment 
ean be gotten from other foods without the 
risk of taxing disease into the stomach 
with the meat. Meat predisposes to rheu- 
matism, and there is free urfe acid in it. 

‘Tea and coffse are not to be drank be- 
cause they predispose io neuralgia, and 
they affect the heart. 

‘tIc must eat no bread which has been 
baked with yeast or baking powder, unless 
it Is 24 hours old. I forbi¢ biscuits. 

‘Pancakes are prohibited. There are five 
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obieetions to these—they are fried, they are 
eaten hot, they are doughy, they are eaten 
with syrup, and they aro usually made 
with vedst and soda. They are extremely 
pernicious. 

“Cane sugar predisposes to Bright’s dis- 
ease, so that is not permitted. Fish gives 
a form of phosphorus which is a brain food 
but it is also a nerve irritant. Ghe phos- 
phorus can be obtained from whole Wheat. 

‘Iee cream, if eaten at all, must be 
eaten between meals. I advise against 
soda water and against all social eating. 
Nothing cold should be taxen with meals 
because the temperature of the stomach 
has to be 100 degrees Fahrenhett’ before di- 
gestive processes can proceed and celd 
things therefore hinder digestion. Fruit 
ices are better than ice cream. 

“I proscribe fruits, nuts of all kinds, 
with the husks off, legumes, peas, beans 
and lentils, zweibach, whole wheat bread, 
grain foods thoroughly cooked, grain cof- 
fees. Every person should drink two and 
a half quarts of water every day, at ris- 
ing. before meals and before retiring. Ripe 
apples are a sure cure for sick headache, 
and for the complexion there fs nothing at 
the drug store to equal ripe fruit. 

“The prescription for healthy living is 
a five-cord cable—correct food, fresh air, 
correct clothing, physical exercise and 
simple remedies. 

“One-tenth of the food which most peo- 
ple eat goes to nourish the body. The 
other nine-tenths go to dig their graves, 
Most people dig their graves with their 
teeth.” :

A wooden walk of gradual slant enables 
King to reach the diving platform.

The neck 
stretches out aa do the forelegs and the 
dive is taken just as a man takes it, in a 
graceful swing.

In London, where, at Crystal Palace, the 
King and Queen made daily dives, a rumor 
got abroad that the horses were forced 
to dive by fear of the whip, agents of 
the humane society came to the early ex- 
hibitions.

LONG time ago there lived in the 
Mississippi! valley and along the 
great river still bearing the name 

they gave it, a numerous race of people of 
whom so little ta known that it must al- 
ways be one of the great interests of 
American archeology to know who they 
were, what sort of a life they led, whence 
they came and whither went. 

The most picturefque relics of these peo- 
ple were the paintings they left upon the 
bluff¢. The mounds represent a great deal, 
and they have their due share of affection 
in the archeological heart; but the pic- 
tographs, representing as they do, the ear- 
ly valley dweller's most earnest endeavor 
to communicate with those who should fol- 
low, have always been and shall always be 
the most precious tréasure coming from 
that long ago age to this. 

Two hundred years ago there was not 

in all North America a place with such 
@ wealth of these old paintings as were to 
be found upon the bluffs around Alton, IIl. 
The Piasa Bird, which was on the face of 
the bluff now overspread by the city, ranks 
today in all scientific works as the most 
fascinating and the most elaborate of all 
America’s prehitoric paintings. Nothing like 
it was known over the length and breadth 
of this great land, and, long as it has been 
destroyed, the fascination of its story still 
attaches to the bluff where for many hun- 
dreds of years it guarded the river under 
its feet. 
’ Marquette heard of the Alton paintings 
as far away as the mouth of the Wiscon- 
sin river, where the Indians endeavored to 
dissuade him from descending the Missis- 
sippi, assuring him the stream was inhabit - 
ed by fierce monsters seeking whom they 
might devour. It was not until the grea’ 
Jesuit reached the Alton bluffs and behel:! 
there the beautiful, though terrifying work 
of the ancient artists that he realized in 
what form there monsters were to be en- 
countered or what so filled all the dwellers 
of the upper valley with so great a drea 
of them. 

Penetrating Into an unknown and wnex- 
plored land, surrounded by what dangers 
they knew not, expecting anything that 
might have happened, and persistently 
alarmed by the superstitious natives along 
the river's hanks, Marquette’s men were 
in no mood indifferently to look upon the 

In his own journal the 


HEN Pere Marquette descended the Mississippi river he saw upon the white 
bluffs twenty-five iniles above St. Louis a series of Indian paintings which 
reached their climax in what has since become famous in archeology as the 

Piasa Jird, a great creature with the most hideous of human faces, the body of a 
deer and the tail of a serpert. The Piasa Bird symbolized to the simple red men of 
the valley all things evil, and Marquette and all of his followers in that early explo- 
ration of the great river testify in their journals that every warrior rose in his canoe 
to discharge an arrow at the monster as he floated beneath it. 


If the good Father Marquette should descend the river anew today he would see 
no more the gyeat painting which was so artistically done as to arouse his doubts that 
any good painter of France could have done it better. 
just above it other paintings attracting bis attention then; for the Alton pi¢tographs 
have been but illy preserved. The Piasa Bird was quarried down and baked into lime 
fifty-five years ago, and even this summer two of the best paintings at Hull’s Bluff 
have been removed by George Dickson, a local collector, acting on a permit from the 


Nor would he see on the bluffs 


The destruction of the Alton pictographs is lamented by persons of archeological 
interest and laymen as well. The destruction and removal of them is quite as great a 
blow to that fascinating science of mysterious prehistoric America as were any of the 
great acts of vandalism among the precious relics of the Old World. Ten of the Alton 
pictographs remain. They are the dlimmest, and, for that reason, untouched; but 
they are still there, and will be permitted to remain there, for the indignation over 
the recent removal of two of them has shown how much the people care about this 


the winter of 1846-7, when the painting was 
quarried away, the people of Alton, while 
calling it the Piasa Bird, were inclined to 
look upon its hideous features as typifving 
the old Indian idea of the personal charms 
of the very Old Nick. 


Many a tear !n his own heart has the 
lover of old things and ancient shed that 
the Piasa should have been destroyed, for 
what a sight. would it be today! So ft is 
not hard to understand why there wae a 
great indignation when it became known a 
few days ago that Mr. Dickson had cut out 
the two est paintings of the series at 
Hull's GBiuf, though Mr. Dickson insists 
he had no thought of vandalism, being tn 
mind so far from that as to belléve that 
by cutting out the specimens selected he 
would be able to place them in seme insti- 
tution or museum ara preserve them for- 
ever, whereas in the gradual disintegration 
of the bluff where they were painted they 
would In time be wholly destroyed. But it 
is hard to reconcile anvone to this point 
of view, they were painted on the bluff. and 
on the bluff they should have remained, not 
the property of even the owner of the land,

but the common property of the whole peo- 
ple, to be theirs till they should grow dim. 

The Hull Bluff pictographs were never 
so elaborate as the painting of the Plaga. 
The Piasa was cut in the rock and colored 
in the grooves, whereas the Hull Bite 
paintings are pure paintings done on the 
flat face of the cliff with vegetable paints, 
They are in red and yellow and black, and 
there were 12 of them before Mr. Dickson 
removed an owl and a little creature resem- 
bling somewhat a squirrel. One of these 
pictographs has long been of great interest 
to archeologists because it seemed to rép- 
resent @ man in an attitude of adoration 
before the suh. No other pictograph of this 
sort has been found, and it has Been be- 
lieved for long ‘hat it confirms in quite a 
conclusive manner the belief that the pre- 
historic dwellersinthe Mississippi valley 
were worshipers of ¢he eun, which expressed 
to them the most beneficient and wonderful 
thing in all natural phenomena, and for 
that reason was the thing to which they ex- 
tended that tendency to worship which is 
inherent in every man, be his habitant in 
whatsoever remote isle of the sea. The 
man at Hull’s Bluff has a ring before him 
and still another ring within it. This ie 
supposed to represent the sun. William 
McAdams, who called the attention of the 
American Bureau of Archeology to thése 
pictographs and studied them and wrote of 
them for the Smithsonian Institution, be- 
lieved this figure, with the ring before it, 
to represent a sun worshipper before his 
god. i 

The painters of olf planned Garefully the 
preservation enjoyed by their paintings 
before the chiseling and quarrying Cau- 
casian came. The Piasa was on a sheltered 
face of a beautiful bluff. The Hull's Bint 
pictographs are on a smooth face of a cliff, 
over which there hangs a bulging brow of 
stone, completely sheltering the paintings. 
For hundreds of years the winds and rains 
have pelted this art gallery of the ancients, 
but never till Mr. Dickson took two of the 
paintings away with chisels did aught de- 
spoll the trace of this ancient art. 

What do the Hull's Bluff pictographs rep- 
resent? Are they a ietter? The owl was 
worshtpped by many of the American 
aborigines, but what of the queer creatures 
resembling freak ducks and geese? Many 
learned men have gone there and studied 
them carfully, but they have been a puzzle 
to all, the riddle of the paintings, as long 
ago there was a riddle of the Sphinx.

: loads of heat victims were being car- 
ried to the potter’s field after having been 
picked up dead in the streets of New York, 
and the Chicago morgue was unable to con- 
tain the bodies that were brought to it by 


police ambulances, St. Louis’ deathrate was 
comparatively iow. There was one month 
in which there were over 1100 of heat pros- 
trations in New York. The total in St. 
Louis was only 219. The year previous it 
was only 25. There have been but three 
fatalities from heat in St. Louis this year. 

There were 18 days in last July when the 
temperature was 100 degrees or more in 
Kansas City. The maximum temperature 
was July 22 and July 24, when 106 degrees 
were registered. The hottest day in last 
August in Kansas City was on Aug. 25, 
when the theromometer noted 101 degrees. 
Estimated prostrations for 1901, 200; fatal- 
ities, 56. 

Pittsburg had 178 heat prostrations last 
year and 59 heat fatalities. Philadelphia 
had 984 heat prostrations and 180 deaths 
from heat in 1901. 

From June 21 to Aug. 21, last year, Phila- 
delphia had 27 prostrations and 51 deaths. 
On July 11, 30 persons were prostrated. The 
mercury touched 103 degrees above at Phil- 
adelphia on July 21. The average temper- 
ature for three months in Baltimore last 
year was 75 degrees. The average temper- 
ature in Louisville for the same period was 
79 degrees. 

For the week ending July 6, 1901, there 
were 989 deaths from heat in Greater New 
York. Deaths from insolation in New York 
in June, 1901, were 73; July, 1165; August, 
$8; September, 2. 

Vor many years the deaih rate in St. 
Louls was lower per thousand of popula- 
tion than in any city in the country. The 
rate now is only 17.72 per thousand. The 
death rate in New York is 20. In New 
Orleans ‘it is 21.24. 

The average temperature of 10 leading 
cities of the country in August, last year, 
was 77.46 degrees. The average for August 
in St. Louls was only 78.9, or less than a 
degree higher than the average. The aver- 
age humidity of 10 leading cities last Au- 
gust was 70.78 per cent. In St. Louis the 
average humidity was only 61 per cent. 
This ia 9.78 lower than the average humid- 
ity. The average wind velocity for the 10 
cities in August, 1901, was 7.5 miles an hour, 
In St. Louis the average wind velocity was 
7.0 miles an hour, or four-tenths of a mile 
above the average,

THINK there is no doubt at all that 8t. 
Louis has the right to claim herself 
the leading summer resort of the coun- 

try. I will go-farther and say she has 
good grounds on which to base such a 
claim. I can prove it by comparative fig- 
ures. My book for 1901 is at the bindery 
so I am not able to include 1901 figures. 
The year is not properly a comparative 
year, for all heat records were broken. 
This was true of the country over. But 
even last year St. Louls, with a high tem- 
perature, got through with less suffering 
than most large cities. 

There is one thing that is not taken into 
coneideration in discussing the climate of 
St. Louls in summer. This is the fact that 
it possesses very low humidity. It is the 
humidity that makes discomfort rather 
than the heat, for where there is exces- 
sive humidity there is almost as much suf- 
fering in the shade as in the sun and little 
relief at night. Here, with little humidity, 
the steadiness and regularity of a trade 
wind, there is surcease from the debili- 
tating effects of a temperature that might 
be oppressive if accompanied by high hu- 
midity and low wind velocity. 

There is not much water about St. Louls. 
A few hours of morning sun dries the water 
out of the atmosphere that has accumu- 
lated during the night and when the sun is 
hottest the air is dryest. There is a differ- 
ence of 9 per cent between the morning 
and evening readings of relative humidity. 
This difference does not occur in the heavi- 
ly saturated atmosphere of other cities. 
When the sun goes down nere we have a 
dry atmosphere, a southern breeze that 
blows over prairies and is therefore un- 
laden with water. By the time the moisture 
begins to permeate the air the temperature 
is low and tired nature has become re- 
stored. ’ 

St. Louis is right in the valley draft. 
Chicago, the windy city, Is on the lake, and 
though it has occasional bigh velocities sco 
that its average wind velocity is brought 
up higher than that of St. Louis, its winds 
‘are laden with humidity off of the lake. 
Bt. Louis’ wind velocity is above the aver- 


age of the large cities, and there is a 


breeze always.

mal life. This was shown by Altena. It is 
a town just below Hamburg, Germany, 
Altena takes its water from the Elbe, as 
does Hamburg. Altena put in a filtration 
plant. Cholera broke out in Hamburg. The 
town leaves off where Altena begins. You 
could tell the dividing line better by the 
cholera signs than by any marks on the 
map. On one side of the street using the 
unfiltered Hamburg water nearly every 
house had cholera. On the other side of 
the street using filtered Altena ~water, there 
was no cholera. From being the most un- 
healthful city in Germany Altena became 
the most healthful. And Hamburg is now 
in its class. The cholera epidemic taught 
a lesson. 


We have all kinds of water here. When 
the Missouri is high and the Mississippi 
and Illinois ure low, we get. only Missouri 
water. When the Mississippi is high we 
drink little Illinois. river water. When 
the Mississippi and the Missouri are both 
low and a rain sends up the I[lIlinvis; as it 
often does, then we get water that carries 
more Chicago sewage than is good fo: us. 
The mayor has told me he means to pvsh 
the water question energetically, first see- 
ing if it is possible to treat it successfully 
by filtration, and in the event of failure or 
only partial success to look for a new wa- 
ter supply.

T. LOUIS is a splendid summer resort 
S because of its remarkable healthful- 

ness. It is as little affected by heat 
as any large city with congested districis 
and its deathrate is very low. It is one of 
the most healthful cities in the United 
States, largely because of its natural ad- 
vantage. Its topography is such that it has 
perfect drainage, and drainage has a great 
bearing on the healthfulness of a city. Last 
vear, the hottest in the city’s history, was 
not attended with many fatalities. And 
you must remember that St. Louis, because 
it is the central city in the union, is the 
gateway to the east, west, north and south, 
and many of the heat cases are brought 
in on trains. It is on the highway of immi- 
gration, and the poorly nurtured, unaccli- 
mated immigrants furnish many of the 
heat fatalities that are charged against St. 
Louls. 


Heat cases from nearby towns are sent 
here because of the excellent treatment 
St. Louis is known to give all who apply to 
her hospitals for aid. The sick of every- 
where seem to be dumped on to St. Louls. 
But in spite of this our death rate was for 
many years so low as to make other cities 
doubt if our records were properly kept. 

Our death rate per thousand from heat 
strokes is much less than in New York znd 
Chicago. Those cities have more humidity. 
Ninety per cent of persons who die of heat 
stroke are alcoholics. Ours is a beer drink- 
ing population. . 

Chicago and the East drink more whis- 
ky. A grea, many of us like a glass of 
whisky once in a while, but it is a fact 
that alcohol is responsible for more deaths 
than any other single cause. In heat cases 
the alcoholic patient goes quickest because 
his brain is already more or less congest- 
ed and it takes only a little additional! 
congestion to make the case hopeless. 

There are things to be done before St. 
Louls will be the healthiest city in the 
world, and they will be done very soon | 
believe. Qur water supply must be im- 
proved by filtration or a new water supply 
must be found. We shall probably go to 
the Missouri river if we seek a new sup- 
ply. The sand in solution” in the Missouri 
is a floating filter. But filtration may be 
practicable here, It has been proved that 
filtration of pure sewage removes the ani-

Now it 
is only 14. We have a rate of 17.72, but 
with the improvements we are sur2 to get 
we could just as well be 12, which would 
make us the healthiest city in the world. 
It is not {mpossible to make a big city 
healthful. London filters its water, and its 
death rate is 17.6, or 66-100 of 1 per cent 
lower than ours. 


The sewer system of St. Louls must be 
improved. It has had no attenticn for 
several years because of lack of money. 
Und the charter amendment it will re- 
ceive attention. 

We must have pure_milk. I have fought 
for it, and there is no single cause of death 
among children that is so. destructive as 
impure milk. There ought not to be a sin- 
gle dairy in St. Louis or in any large city. 
No animal in confinement can have lkealth. 
It is the history of all animals housed up 
that they drift into consumption. Cows 
are no exception. We must have a milk 
bill as a vital necessity to good health. The 
splendid health St. Loulsans have in spite 
of lack of some of the improvements that 
are so essential is qa tribute to the natural 
healthfulness of the town ard the vitalizing 
influences of the St. Louis climate.

HE journey by rail from Los Angeles, 

Cal., to Phenix, Ariz., these mid- 

summer days is without doubt 

hottest anywhere in the coun- 
try. From the moment the traveler 
crosses the Sierras at Banning, Cal., 
and drops down the eastern slope of .he 
mountains, he finds a temperature that is 
seldom below 105 degrees in the shade and 
often nearer 115 degrees. 

Several times recently the temperature 
in the cars, while crossing the Colorado and 
Maricopa deserts, has been even 121 de- 
grees. From June 23 to July 4 the average 
daily temperature at stations on the desort 
along the railroad was 116 degrees, and 
the old-timers said that the sun had not 
yet begun to get down to active business. 

In all this region Yuma is acknowledged 
to be the banner hot town of America. Tie 
writer observed the mercury in tho 
thermometers at Yuma the other day with 
interest. 

At 2 p. m. the mercury stood at 117 de- 
gree in the shade of a wide porch. At 3

the 


o'clock it registered 119 degrees, and at 3:40 
o'clock it was at 120 degrees. That was 


the highest notch for the day. 

At 4:30 o'clock the mercury was back at 
118, and at 6 o'clock it was down to 116, and 
from that hour until 2 a. m. it fell every 
hour until it stopped at 109. Then the 
Yuma people went to bed on cots in the 
dooryards and on plazzas to take advantage 
uf the cool of the night for slumber. 

This is a fair sample of the weather in 
Yuma and southern Arizona towns from 
the middle of June until every October. 
Occasionally the temperature will rise to 
124 and even to 127 degrees, and there have 
been a few seasons when for 16 and 18 days 
at a stretch the temperature in Yuma has 
ranged from 1ll4 to 126. 

Experience has taught people living in 
this region to give heed to their diet. Only 
the simplest foods may be eaten with tm. 
punity Melons, corn, fruits and cereals 
comprise the foods of the wise ones. All 
manner of Mexican dishes and soups are 
popular. 

No one who has never experienced it 
can have an adequate idea of what such 
heat means. Many a soldier of the regvlar

glare of the sun and the awful heat from 
the desert while serving in an Arizona gar- 
rison. 

The walls of the buildings are as warm 
as if they were about ovens.

Pressing one’s hand 
against a window pane is like touching a 
hot plate. 

No one does a bit more work than is 
necessary in these blazing desert mining 
towns in midsummer. Stores open here at 
4 a. m., wagons for the mines are ioaded, 
housewives do their cooking for the day 
und Mexicans go from house to house de- 
iivering barrels of lukewarm water.

Among Animals. 


RAPS and snares and ambuscades are not the 


inventions of men. The ani- 


mals and fishes and all creatures great and small were employing them long 


before man appeared upon the scene. 


In his nature story to the Sunday 


Post-Dispatch this week, Naturalist Ernest Ingersoll tells how sagaciously some 
creatures engnare their prey. Some are actually equipped in color or tentacle, but 


others live wholly by their wit. 
NIMALS must work for their living 
A or they won’t get it anv more than 
would their human superiors. Now 
and then one may find itself a sort of mil- 
lionaire—so favorably situated that it gets 
all its needs without any epecinl exertion. 
Rut this is rare—at any rate. among the 
higher sort, which lead an active life. 
The great and varied army af roving ani- 
mals, little and big, whether inhaBiting the 
waters or the air or wanderingss#’ 
land, must “rustle” night anda 
will get left in the constap ia 
gle for daily bread. Thegitg 
in their means and alee 
must pursue vastly different meng 
stantly deviss new schemes to outwit 
would-be victims and keep even With their 
competitors. 


In this way a good many have learned 
how to make ambushes, set traps or throw 
out lures which shall bring their prey to 
them, or at least enable them to get near 
enough unobserved to pounce upon it. 

This is a large part of the service of 
what is called protective colcring—that is, 
the possession (by slow acquirement in the 
course of many generations) of colors that 
correspond so closely with the creature’s 
customary surroundings as to make it un- 
noticeable when quict. 


Sucn a leaf-colored coat as the whippoor- 
will wears, for example, makes it practical- 
ly invisible as it sleeps on the ground or 
a fallen log by day, so that it is overlooked 
by hawks and foxes and other enemies in 
search of the little poultry of the woods 
for their dinners: but it is of no assistance 
to it-in its own quest for food. But the 


selves by almost instant change to precisely 
accord with the hue of the bark upon 
which he sits, hide him, not only from his 
enemies, but make him look so much like 
a knot on the branch that the insects run- 
ning about the trees never see him until 
they have run right against his nose, and 
the next instant find themselves stuck to 
the tongue he has darted out and traveling

The same is true of the garden toad-as 
he sits as quiet and brown as a lump of 
earth among the grass roots and seizes the 
files and bugs that blunder within reacn, 
never noticing the ogre until it is too late. 

Many crabs are dark green, like the ee}- 
grass where they love to lurk, They feed 
upon all sorts of small swimming creatures 
and do not chase them much, but back 
into a tangle of grass along some little path 
and keep perfectly still, in wait for a vic- 
tim, upon which they leap like a Zulu am- 
bushed beside a jungle path. 

Almost innumerable are the examples 
that might be quoted of these tactics 
among animals of prey in almost all active 
classes—even “among the birds. For in- 
stance, herons that feed on fish get them 
usually by standing immovable in the water 
and waiting until one comes unsuspecting- 
ly near, when the spear-like beak is thrust 
through him with a downward stroke ot 
amazing rapidity.

crouches flat upon the ground. Then he 
lifts his tail and begins to wave ths end of 
it above the grass. The sharp-eyed guana- 
cos svon catch sight of it and draw nearer 
and nearer to investigate this strange 
thing. They gather closer and _ circle 
around the cat, coming closer and closer 
with fatuous craving to understand it, until 
the puma strikes one down. 

It has been surmised that the nervously 
waiting tail of the coiled serpent intent 
upon prey was really what is called its fas- 
cination for the bird or squirrel upon which 
its eye is fixed. If so, this wavering tail, 
like that of the puma, becomes a true lure; 
but whether it is the gratification of curi- 
osity or a gloating over danger or a wish 
to punish the reptile that causes the little 
animals to be too venturesome, certainlv 
many seem to hover about a serpent until 
they are caught. 

Ievery spider's ‘web Is a snare before 
feet and wings of the unwary. These nets 
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of glutinous thread are set where the in- 
sects upon which spiders subsist are pass- 
ing, and they are constructed with mar- 
velous skill. The spider builds them as %1c- 
curately as she can, and then goes about 
pulling the tiny cables here and there with 
precise judgment of the proper tension in 
order to make sure that all is right. “she 
net must be elastic enough not to break 
under the first struggles of the prisoner, 
yet must not be so loose tnat he can push 
through. Some of these spider snares are 
several feet in diameter and frequently 
they are strong enopgh to capture small 
birds or mice. 4 


The jelly fish as it sails gracefully 
through the cléar surface water of the sea 
is a living trap of the most deadly kind. 
There is floating about him in all direc- 
tions and to a distance (in the largest ones) 
of several feet a perfect tangle of extreme- 
ly delicate ribbons, like the flying hair of 
a Medusa head, which are as transparent 
as glass and as deadly as poison to all 
small swimmers. Let a minnow or shrimp 
or some one of the hundreds of sorts’ of 
young creatures that float in the ocean run 
against these unseen threads, and they 
will cling to him, envelop him in multiplied 
and ever-fastening threads from which 
there exudes a poison that paralyzes his ef- 
forts. And so he is caught and held and 
gradually brought up to the body of the 
jellyfish to be devoured. Now, this is not 
only a living trap, but Includes a lure as 
well, for the jellyfish is phosphorescent, 
and its pulsating flashes of light attract 
the attention of the small creatures who 


of the cffects, if not purposes (a word that 
must be used very cautiously! in natural 
history), of,the phosphorescence that be- 
longs to so many marine animals is to act 
as an.attraction to animals that are needed 
as food. 

It has not been known until recently 
that birds do anything in the way of lure 
ing victims within thelr power—or at any 
rate, anything further than the use our 
sapsucker makes of his “honey-pots.” This 
bird is the American yellow-dilled wood- 
pecker, which digs hundreds of little pits 
in the bark of the sweet-sapped trees such 
as the apple, basswood and maple (pro- 
ducing in the latter injuries that resul 
in “‘bird’s-eye maple’), and greedily drinks 
the sap which exudes, besides eating a cer- 
tain quantity of the layer of soft growing 

ood beneath the bark. But ft has been 


shown by.experiments with ‘captives that 


when fed wholly or mainly upon this sap 
the bird starves. The larger part of its 
fare, in fact, must consist of insects, and 
some naturalists believe that the primary 
object of the woodpecker in digging his 
circles. of holes In the tree-bark is to form 
a bait for insects. Certain it is, that as 
soon as the sap flows insects gather and 
buzz in swarms about the honeyed exuda- 
tion and that the bird returns again and 
again during the day to his tree, gather 
ing the bugs that have been caught In the 
sticky little cups or in the drippings on 
the bark, or snapping them from the al, 
as hé'is very skillful in doing. 

In Teneriffe two warblers, famillar is 
Great Britain as the blackcap and the gar 
den warbler, are each acctstomed to punc- 
ture the calyx of certain large flowers, 
particularly those of the hibircus and abu- 
tilon, causing a little sweet liquor to ex- 
ude from the hectrous juices of the blos- 
som. This is attractive to many small in- 
sects, and the birds make the rounds of 
their punctured flowers and so obtain food 
without the need of hunting. . 

How far the result obtained ts intentional 
on the part of these birds is a mept point, 
but, at any rate, it may be acctpted as 
fostered by natural selection and has now, 
perhaps, become instinctive.

A man named Robinson and another named 
Clark, Christian names forgotten by the 
only St. Loulsans who ever heard of them, 
Aare variously credited with being the origt- 
nal manufacturers. They produced it in Chi- 
cago about 1884. This infant industry was 
only two years old when a law was passed 
for its regulation. There has been an un- 
interrupted legal and _ =Iegislative battle 
against it ever since. 

The method of manufacturing cleomar- 
Sarine consists, generally speaking, of mix- 
ing oils made from animal fats with milk, 
cream, or a certain proportion of butcer,

mediate supervision of our vice-president 
and superintendent, Thomas W. Doran. 
is one of the few real experts in the United 
States on the manufacture of oleomarga- 
rine. There are only about a dozen of 
them in all. He has had over a dozen 
vears’ experience at the business. The 
value of such an expert, particularly in 
turning out high-grade oleomargarine, of 
which we make a specialty, can be appre- 
ciated when it is understood that the qual- 
ity of the product depends less on the ‘n- 
gredients used than on the temperatures 
to which they are subjected at particular 
periods during the process of manufac- 
ture. While the ingredients are being mixed 
and churned, the expert stands over the 
vats with a thermometer in his hand, one 
end of which is inside the vat. Knowing 
at what temperature the various oils will 
affect certain chemical combinations, he 
manipulates the temperature to suit the oc- 
casion. The secret of oleomargarine mak- 
ing lies in this point. 


One feature of our factory is that we 
insist on absolute cleanliness about’ the 
place.

Svengall 


Machinery That May Play Weird and 
Uncanny Tricks on the Unsuspect- 
ing Enemy, and Enthrall the 
Victim in Its Mysteri- 
ous Meshes. 


UBELIK, the violinist, has relatives who assert that he fs a Trilby, and that 


Skrivan, his manager. is his Svengali. 


Wenzel Kubelik, a brother of the 


famous Jan, has made this startling assertion. The truth of the matter would 

be vastly interesting, but is not obtainable. It is known that hypnotists have made 

great progress in the science of that wonderfui power of one mind over another, but 

there is no authenticated case of such perfect control as Wenzel Kubelik charges Skri- 
van maintains over Jan or as the fictitious Svengali exercised. 

Here are some of the latest steps made by investigators in their work of reducing 


hypnotism to a scientific basis: 


(Copyright, 1902.) 

ABOR-SAVING machinery is being 
quite as extensively subbstituted for 
manual and mental! toil in the gefier- 

ation of hypnosis as in the manufacture of 
any other product. There are hynotic dy- 
mnamos which grind out hypnotic power 
quite as effectually as do our electric dyna- 
mos grind out “bottled lightning,’’ and were 
some novelist to picture a progressive, up- 
to-date Svengali today such a character 
would be but the man at the switch. To 


wield a wand or make passes with the 
hands would be as primitive as Ben Frank- 
lin’s elementary methods of tearing the 
lightning from the sky. 

Weird and uncanny, perhaps, is the 
thought that an enemy might set such a 
hynotic trap for us, shielding it in some 
shadowy recess where it might be timed to 
go off and enslave us. And grim, indeed, 
is the vision of the twentieth century bur- 
giar, thrusting such a device under our 
very optics, in those wee, small hours of 
the night when padded feet are sometimes 
wont to glide across our floors. But such 
a mechanical anesthetic would be far pref- 
erable to a sponge saturated with chloro- 
form dangled from a fishing pole thrust 
over a transom. 

I recently penetrated the mysteries of a 
progressive hypnologist’s sanctum, where I 
was given, behind the scenes, privileges or- 
dinartly granted to the talent only. And I 
desire your attention to this word “‘hypnol- 
ogist.’"’ It has come to be the swel? term 
to designate the truly scientific mesmerist. 
The fakirs have dragged “‘hypnotist’’ down 
into the mire of plebianism, and have tram- 
pled upon it. 

Quite the newest mechanical aid to the 
hypnologist is the ‘‘hypnotic ball."’ It might 
be taken for the half of an hour-glass 
mounted upon a short handle of ebony 
thrust into the severed waist. It is, in fact, 
a giass ball, half filled with sand, and hav- 
ing a bottle-mouth into which the wooden 
handle fits snugly. Stuck into the interior 
extremity of this handle is a pin whose 
head extends to the center of the trans- 
parent globe. The sand is dyed a bright 


So is the head of the pin, 
which is a globular bead. Thus we have 
a little ball within a larger, transparent 
one and between the two a magic-like pow- 
der. 

The subject concentrates his attention 
upon the pinhead, whils the ball, held at 
about the height of his head, is revolved by 
the operator with both a circular and ro- 
tary motion. The movement is made with- 
in a foot of the subject's eyes. The rotary 
manipulation causes ths sand to fall like a 
cascade behind the pinhead. Thus there are 
three movements—circular, rotary and ver- 
tical, endeavoring to puzzle vision as It 
conscientiously follows the ball. Thus the 
ocular muscles become quickly fatigued— 
the influence being an exaggerated and con- 
densed form of the soportic stimu.us 
caused by the rapid flight of landscape past 
a car window or the rapid change of en- 
vironment viewed from a rapidly moving 
swing. What fatigues the ocular muscles, 
of course, induces sleep, and physiological 
drowsiness is but the vestibule to the hyp- 
notic state. The eyelids becoming heavy 
the hypnlogist has but to utter the com- 
mand ‘Sleep!’ and the subject is then 
ready to abide by his will. 

The “electro-hypnotic head band” is an- 
other novelty. It is of rubber .and is 
clasped about the forehead. From it sus- 
pends a tiny incandescent bulb, which may 
be made to hang between and above the 
eyes. This rivets the attention of some 
subjects better than does the hypnotic ball. 
It is well-nigh impossible to look elsewhere 
when the glowing bulb hangs so tantaliz- 
ingly near. It is even more difficult to think 
of anything else under such circumstances; 
hence, perfect concentration as well as 
eye fatigue is effected. A simpler hypno- 
tizer is practically the same arrangement, 
Save that a bright nickel ball is substituted 
for the incandescent globe. 

It would seem paradoxical that light, 
hitherto regarded as the most potent enemy 
of Morpheus, may be harnessed and utt- 
ized as a soporific. And yet this is being 
done also by aid of the “hypnotic lamp.’’ 
The subject, having run the gantlet of the 
first two tests without succumbing, Is seat- 
ed snugly in an arm chair, while behind 
him, upon a pedestal, which elevates it 


indigo blue. 
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above his head, burns the hypnotic beacon, 
fed by a gas tube and hooded with a cylin- 
der of metal which concentrates all of the 
gathercd light in one ray and projects it, 
searchlight-wise, through a funnel-like 
opening. In front of the subject and 
mounted upon another pedestal is a large, 
slightly concave disk—a dark plaque 18 
inches in diameter. In the center of the 
latter {s a small concave mirror, highly pol- 
ished.The miniature searchlight upon the 
lamp is directed upon this mirror and the 
angle of the plaque is so regulated that 
the beam bursts upon the eye of the sub- 
ject, seated in his chair. He concentrates 
his stare upon what appears to him as a 
luminous sun  gsurrounded by a black 
shadow. 

A bright ball which can be moved back 
and forth upon a rod thrust through it is 
another means of producing eye fatigue. 
One end of the rod rests on top of the 
subject’s head;* the other in the hand of 
the operative. The stare ig fixed upon the 
ball, which gradually moves by force of 
gravity toward the subject's head and thus 
attracts the eyes upward until they gaze 
over their own lids. 

But I was going to tell you particulary 
about the hypnotic dynamos which work 
automatically and produce mesmeric.power 
while the hypnologist himself sits idly by or 
is even absent. These are known to the 
profession as “alouettes.” The efficacy of 
these has already been demonstrated in the 
neurological clinics of the Old World. 
There are many forms, but all based upon 
the same principle. This principle is that 
monotony as well as fatigue is a powerful 
sleep inducer and that the two combined 
are well nigh infallible, when exerted upon 
the orb of sight. 

All alouettes consist primarily of motors 
which revolve mirrors in a horizontal plane. 
The motive power may be electricity or 
clock work, usually the latter on account 
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of its simplicity and portability. A com- 
pact box holds the machinery and above 
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this projects a revolving pivot. One of the 
most successful alouettes revolves two hort- 
zontal panels of ebony in opposite direc- 
tions, one above the other, the common axis 
being through their centers. Each panel is 
studded on both sides with a row of circular 
mirrors, seven in number. These will main- 
tain a velocity of one revolution to the 
second for a period of one hour. 

This mechanical enchanter 1s Piaced upon 
a tabourette or table while the subject 
cozily reclining upon a bed or couch, gazes 
steadily at the flash of the mirrored mo- 
saic. The mirrors appear as distinct balls 
of white fire, alternately glowing and dis- 
appearing. They spread, then fal] together 
then appear like one solitary globe, and 
again scatter into seven separate luminous 
balls as if manipulated by the hand of a, 
skillful juggler. The subject becomes fas- 
cinated, and while his concentration is fixed 
the monotony and ocular fatigue have con- 
jured up a series of yawns. Finally a 
heaviness of respiration signals a deep 
sleep. One alouette has been known to 
hypnotize an entire clinic of patients at 
one and the same time while the hypnotist os ; 
was out of the room. This occurred in the ee Pee: ES ice

disappears. This device boasts of an ad- 


vantage over others in that its luminosity 


is self-contained and that it may be em- 
ployed in darkness.

Mag* 
nesium rays are supposed to have extraor- 
dinary lrypnotic power. 

The “vibrating coronet’’ was another de- 
vice exhibited to me. This, just invented 
by Dr. Galiffe of Paris consistes of three 
bands of metal encircling the head. Branch 
strips expand to the eyoballs, and by the 


force of a spring gently vibrate against 
them. By manipulation of adjustments it 
may be regulated to fit any head ard to 
vibrate the lids of any eyes. Here /s. an 
engine for ocular fatigue, indeed. No, ’tis 
not a freak invention. It is successfully 
employed in the clinic of Berillon. 


Stimull of hearing as well as of sight and 
touch are succassfully employed; taste and 
smell have generally given negative re- 
sults.

LOSE no sleep on account of the like- 
] lihood that a boiler we make will blow 
up. I know that everything posaible 
to do to make them safe has been done 
before they are sent from the factory. I 
do not wish to say anything to the detri- 
ment of boilers made elsewhere, but St. 
Louls-made boilers have a reputation for 
safety not exceeded by any other. The men 
who insure boilers will tell you. We test all 
the boilers that are sent out. Wormerly 150 
pounds pressure was high for a stationary 
boiler. Now working pressure goes as high 
as 20 pounds. Larger boilers are required 
now than in the time when I began the 
boller-making business. The average used 
to be from 75 to 150 horsepower. Now it is 
800. Better materials are employed than 
used to be the case. Steel is almost the 
cnly thing used. Good iron may be al- 
most as strong as good steel, but it is pos- 
sible to get steel uniformly good, waile 
this is not so apt to happen with iron. 
One bad sheet would ruin a boiler. Steel js 
denser than iron. 

We test boilers now at four times the 
pressure they are to be subjected to in 
actual service. Occasionally we build a 
boiler to test it, to learn whether rupture 
will come in the riveting or joints—that it, 
to see whether our method of building adds 
to or takes from the strength of the ma- 
terial. I have a picture in the office of a 
rupture that occurred in the plate nowhere 
near any rivets at the top of the boiler, 
under 925 pounds water pressure. One 
such test was made at the last meeting or 
the American Boller Association in _ St. 
Louis three years ago. A 900 boller was 
made to be tested in this manner before

1904. 


And speaking of boilers, did you ever stop to think of the immense responsi- 


bility that rests on a boilermaker? The five boilermakers in St. Louis turn out on 
an average 100U boilers a year. There are 2091 boilers in the city including those 
in the institutions, according to the boiler inspector’s report.

Another boiler used in testing 
was ruptured in a side plate. The pressure 
was 725 pounds. One plate may come from 
one mill and one from another and there 
be a little difference in the structure of 
the steel. The tests show what steel is the 
best. 

When a man has taken all the precau- 
tions that can be taken and has instruct- 
ed those not experts in boiler handling, 
as we always do, he has done all he can to 
insure the safety of those about his boilers 
and he feels no further responsibility. 

Comparatively few boilers buret now- 
adays. Inspection is rigid, competent men 
are required in most states. St. Louls out- 
side of the World's Fair is using St. Louls- 
made boilers. I understand the Fair con- 
tract was let in the Planters’ House. There 


was no competitive bidding. Say what you 
like about the St. Louis Transit Co., it is 
a St. Louls institution and Whitaker, 
when he was at the head of it, insisted 
on buying things in St. Louis if they could 
be bought here. I know about Whitaker's 
ideas because we built the 32 boilers in- 
stalled for the trangit company a year 
ago. Each was 680-horsepower. Mach 
weighed 6300 pounds.

DR. LABORDE’S NOVEL DISCOVERY OF THE 
VIRTUES OF A TONGUE TRACTION MACHINE

R. T. V. LABORDE, director of phy- 
[) siological work to the faculty of 

- medicine at Paris, France, is 
bringing the dead back to life with an 
electrical device which moves the tongue 
back and forth in the mouth. 

The Laborde tongue traction machine 
has revived men who have been dead as 
long as three hours. Of course, they 
were not really dead, but they seemed to 
be, and not even the most skilled physi- 
cians could tell they were not. 

The line between life and death—where 
is it? Dr. Laborde is proving that it 
may be far away from external appear- 
ances. That is, a person may drown or 
be asphyxiated and there may be no sign 
of life. Yet the patient may not be 
dead. The tongue traction machine may 
revive him. 

This is what Dr. Laborde is doing—go- 
ing further with mechanical means than 
has ever been done before in the detec- 
tion of life. His machine revives when 
there is no means of externally knowing 
that the heart stil! beats, so slowly and 
softly does it work. 


of Medicina in Paria Dr. Laborde an- 

nounced that he had bec; experiment- 
ing with quite a good deal of success in 
artificially inducing respiration. 

In other words, the doctor had been en- 
deavoring to restore life to persons ap- 
parently dead. Some of them were really 
dead, and not all. the skill of even a La- 
borde could suffice to make them live 
again; but others were not dead. There 
waa apparentiy no respiration and no mo- 
tion upon the part of the heart. They 
were persons who had been drowned, who 
had been suffocated by gas, who had fallen 
in swvons or had lapsed into unconscious- 
ness from any one of the inany sources of 
suspended antmation. 

Soma of these Dr. Laborde restored to 
life with his tongue traction macnine. He 
told the society that the principle he ap- 
plied was not new, but the application. He 
does it with a machine. It is a compara- 
tively new discovery that tha most effec- 
tive method of resuscitating a person who 
has fainted or swooned or dropped from 
some cause or other. is to pull out the 
tongue as far as possible and give it a 
slight jerk, repeating this slowly and firm- 
ly. It beats flopping the arms. And it is 
just exactly what is done by the Laborde 
tongue traction machine, which ‘noves out 
and then back, pulling the tongue with it 
each time. The hand would serve as well 
at firet,. but the arm would soon tire. For 
instance, Dr. Laborde has revived persons 
who appenred to be dead through thres 
hours of work with the tongue. No ene 
could pull a tongue back and forth with 
regular beat for three hours; but a ma- 
chine can do it. The Laborde tongue trac- 
tion machine does it. 

The treatment is efficacious In all cases 
of suffocation, asphyxiation, nmrcotic poi- 
soning and the like. Its object is to restore 
respiration. Instead of employing the 
usual means of raising and lowering the 
arms, Dr. V.aborda moves the tongue of 
the natient back and forth in regular ca- 
dence. 

For a long time he gained remarkable re- 
sults by hand. He found that the opera- 
tor often wearied, however, and that the 
beats were not regular, and so he had con- 
structed a machine which he calls the lin- 
gual tractor. 

The first ones made were run by clock- 
work, but this was succeeded by an elec- 
tric motor, which moves the tongue back 
and forth a fixed distanca and with exact 
Thythm. When it is explained that in some 
instances the lingual tractor has been kept 
steadily at work for three hours before a 
patient has shown signs of returning life, 
the importance of electric power is plain. 

It frequently happens that persons who 
present every external appearance of death, 
who have ceased to breathe, whose heart 
has ceased to beat and whose body has 
turned cold, as, for instance, those who 
hava been drowned, are not dead from a 
scientifie viewpoint. 

‘Life continues in a latent state through 
the persistence: of the functional properties 
of the organic elements and tissues. If 
there is no lesion of the principal organs 
and if the patient is not exhausted by dis- 
ease or extreme destitution, actual death is 
not coincident with the external indica- 
tions of it. It is only after the lapse of a 
certain length of time that the organism 
@an be pronounced to be really extinct. 

In other words, the actual spark of life, 
the vital principle itself, lingers in the hu- 
man body long after the ordinary tests 
indicate that the victim is absolutely dead. 
How long it continues to live ts not known. 
Dr. Laberde haa revived persons who had 
apparently been dead for three hours. 

There is an auhentiated case of a sail- 
or resuscitating a boy who had been under 
water for 10 or 15 minutes and who 
appeared to be dead when he was carried 
on the beach. But after moving the boy's 
tongue back and forth for three hours the 
youngster was revived. 

The sailor who saved the boy’ slife had 
_mever before attempted to resuscitate any- 
one by the process of “rhythmic traction of 
the tongue.” He tried it after other 
methods failed, following the directions 
as he recalled them from reading. 

A few years ago the scientific world re- 
‘fused to belleve that apparent death and 
real death were not coincident. Of course, 
it Was recognized that there were cases of 
 @uspended animation and trance-like con- 
 @itions that resembled death, but the 
fl and experienced physicians were 
Bble to identify these.

The length of time between apparent 
death and real death is not known, nor is 
it likely to be ever definitely established, 
because it must necessarily vary accord- 
ing to the physical condition and vitality 


Of course, there are times when people 


are really drowned and dead, and nothing 


upon earth will suffice to revive them.

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of each individual. Dr. wLavorde is con- 
vinced that in the case of a subject whose 
organs are healthy the minimum is at least 
three hours. 

Dr. Laborde has demonstrated that his 
‘lingual tractor’’ has been successful when 
all other methods have failed in cases of 
lost consciousness, narcotic poisoning, col- 
lapse after the use of anesthetics, electric 
shock, drowning, asphyxiation, suffocation 
in mines, sewers, etc., syncope and stran- 
gulation, 

It has proved especially efficacious with 
infants, and Dr. Laborde’s experiments in 
this fleld have aroused especial interest in 
France, where the population is steadily 
decreasing. He has reported cases to the 
Academy of Medicine in Paris where chil- 
dren, apparently dead at birth, have been 
restored to life after alcoholic friction, flag- 
ellation, mustard baths and the artificial 


injection of air into the lungs had been 
tried without success, by the rhythmic2) 
traction of the tongue. 

Dr. Laborde maintains that his method 
not only revives those apparently. dead in 
very many instances after other artificial 
means to restore respiration nave failed. 
but it provides a ready means of determin- 
ing whether or not life is really extinct. 
If the respiratory movements fail to re- 
spond to the tractor after six hours, death 
surely has ensued. He suggests that tongue 
tractors should be placed in hospitals, fire 
stations, bathing pavilions, mines and 
other places where they would be of gen- 
eral use. 

The method is especially successful in 
cases of drowning, although as a matter of 
fact a majority of persons who meet death 
in the water are killed by heart disease and 
not by suffocation, whic& accounts for the 
many failures in attempted resuscitation.

T IS only within recent years that peo- 
| ple have known how very much may 
be accomplished toward reviving an 
unconscious person by pulling the tongue. 
I am not familiar with the French device, 
but I do know that there are many times 
when the proper thing to do is to catch the 
tongue of the afflicted person and pull it 
far out. To all appearances the patient 
may be dead, but the heart can beat 80 
slowly and softly it may not be detected 
from the outside. The extension of the 
tongue permits air to drop into the lungs, 
and the oxygen in this air is just what is 
needed to renew energy in the diaphragm 
and the heart. 

\Ve will say a person has been taken “"''n 
the water. He appears to have been 
drowned. We feel his pulse and press the 
ear to his heart, and say, “He is dead.”’ 

How do we know he is dead? The heart 
may still be beating ever so softly, and the 
diaphragm may be needing nothing but alr 
to put in motion the functions over which 
it presides. But we do not know this. We 
have not heard. Our fathers used a barrel 
and a side hill and flopping the arms, clc. 
So we hurry for a barrel and roll the poor 
drowned man for dear life. Ah, if we knew 
about the tongue! If we but knew about 
the need for air in the lungs! If we but 
knew that it is one of our established fal- 
lacies that the lungs are full of water when 
a person drowns and that the water crowds 
out all the air! So we roll him and roll 
him and finally he is really dead. We pos- 
sibly did not contribute to his death by 
putting him on the barrel, but we didn't 
prevent it; 

Now, say we know about the tongue. 
The body is taken from the water. We 
rush to it and pull the tongue as far out 
of the mouth as it will come. Air—precious, 
needed air—drops into the lungs. It stimu- 
lates the diaphragm, and the heart is given 
fuel. Respiration begins, and in a little 
while the patient revives.

His tongue was in the way of his lungs. 
It never hurts to pull out the tongue 
of.a person who is unconscious or the vic- 
tim of suspended animation. It never 
hurts to hold onto it a while until a con- 
siderable quantity of air shall have dropped 
down where it is needed. And while it 
does no harm, it may do a great deal of 
good and may bring the patient out of the 
state into which he has been thrown. A 
woman who has fainted through fear cr 
grief, or anyone who has swooned because

of the shock occasioned by great fear oP 
sorrow, or even joy—these are all people 
whose tongues should be pulled. 

The epileptic falls. What should we do? 
If he is accustomed to violent spasms 
we should jerk his shoe off and give his 
great toe a wrench almost severe enough 
to break or dislocate it. The patient leaps 
to his feet and exclaims with pain. Why? 
Because the shock has been communicated 
to the sympathetic centers and has overe- 
come the spasm.

oT O THE galleys!” was the awful sen- 

tence pronounced in mighty Rome 
and later old-world empires. 

“To the roads!” it should be here, in the 
opinion of Director Martin Dodge of the 
national office of public road inquiries. Spe- 
ial Agent J. A. Holmes of that office uas 
just completed a thorough investigation of 
the systems of employing convicts tor road 
building adopted by a dozen of our south- 
ern states. 


Almost 300 counties, pabececn ting a dozen 
southern states, employ convict labor upon 
their roads. The convict force constitutes 
a vast army of 4377 road builders, eacn of 
whom costs his state 33% cents a day. This 
represents the cost of guarding and main- 
taining him on the roads., Were he left in 
the county jail he would cost 142 cents more 
per day. Hence, he js a cheaper article 
toiling upon the roads than languishing in 
a cell or jail yard. All told, the cost of 
convict ‘abor in these states ranges {rem 
one-third to one-half that of hired labor, 
esmployed in the same work. 

The southern states employing convict 
road-builders are Florida, Georgia, hen- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and 
Virginia. In the two Carolinas and Geor- 
gia such a perfection of system is realized 
that large camps are operated at a cost of 
but from 20 to 30 cents per convict prr 
day. Provisions are purchased for the pris- 
on camps at wholesale and competitive 
rates: the convicts do their own cooking 
and washing. Owing to the unusually good 
sanitation of the camps the cost of medi- 
cal attention is almost nothing. 

The bodily health of prisoners employed 
as road builders is supericr to that of 
the other unfortunates confined in jails 
and penitentiaries. This is the result of 
outdoor physical exer Another virtue 
of the system is that the prisoners, after 
injuring their community by the commis- 
sion of their crimes and after adding to its 
financial burdens by incurring an expense 
for their capture, conviction and punish- 
ment. are put jn a position to benefit that 
community. Having served such an ap- 
prenticeship in the handling of road-build- 
ing machinery, the convict leaves prison 
with a training which enables him to earn 
a better Hving than he probably realized 
before. Only prisoners convicted of misde- 
meanors can be assigned to work on the 
public roads of Virginia, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Loulsiana, Missie- 
sippi, Texas, Florida and Georgia. The 
terms of such convicts do not usually ex- 
ceed one vear. Ic Alabama al! able-vodied 
male prisoners whose terms do not exceed 
two years may be sent to the roads. In 
South Carolina the limit is five years; in 
North Carolina 1,

ONVICT labor upon the public roads is coming into quite a general adoption 
It has been facilitated by what is known as the 

prison on wheels, a vehicle in which the prisoners are restrained and taken 
from place to place as they work. Almost three hundred counties in the country are 


southern counties is the employment on the 
roads of captured but unconvicted prison- 
ers unable to give bail. If the prisoner be 
acquitted at his trial he is paid for his 
services. If convicted, his period of labor 
on the roads is deducted from his term. 

Many convicts in the southern states are 
employed on farms, in factories or in 
mines, being worked under the lease or 
contract system, or in some cases under 
state control. 

California convicts quarry and crush 
stone for use in permanent road building. 
The cast is half of what it would be were 
hired labor employed. 

Strong stockades surround these quar- 
ries; also the convict quarters. The per- 
centage of escapes Is no larger than that 


with free labor by withdrawing prison 
labor from the manufacture of commercial 
articles and applying it to work not now 
performed at all. 


English prisoners manufacture goods for 
the army and navy and civil service depart- 
ments. In Switzerland each prisoner is 
taught a trade and at the moment of his 
discharge is equipped to earn an honest liv- 
ing. 


Prisoners are allowed a portion of their 
earnings in Ftance, Germany, Italy, Switz- 
erland, Russia, Sweden and Denmark. At 
the Maison Centrale, Melun, France, the 
average prisoner's salary is 35 cents per 
working day. Of this amount the convict 
may spend one-half while in prison for 
extra fcod, clothing, postage, etc., upon 
approval of the prison authorities. The 
other half of this pay is reserved until the 
convict’s discharge. A three-year convict 
has to his credit on discharge about $50; a 
four-year convict, $70; five-year, $90. To

ACIT summer must have its sea ser- 
pent scare, and here we have the 
first in the story that Prof. C. L. 
Bristol of the University of New York 
has come across “the real thing’ in Ber- 
muda. This report has made Uncle. Sam's 
naturalists reminiscent and in some cases 
communicative. As a matter of fact there 
is a school of savants who are not ashamed 
to admit the possibility of the sea serpent’s 
existence. True, these brave men are se!- 
dom heard from and this reticence adds 
greater weight to their words when they do 
speak. 

There were sea serpents in the Eocene 
period, and some men of science make bold 
to say that a few of these exist even to- 
day. As a matter of fact, some of the 
Eocene sea.animals are still with us—nota- 
bly ‘the Australian ceratodus and the gar 
pike of our own country. If these animals 
have been spared, why have not the terri- 
ble sea serpents whose bones have been 
strung together by conscientious men? 

“The biggest sea serpents we know of 
lived in the Euocene period,” said Curator 
F. A. Lucas of the National Museum yester- 
day. ‘Take for instance the zeuglodon, He 
would tally perfectly with some of the most 

sensational sea serpent descriptions which 
we hear, year after year. 

“The zeuglodon grew as large as 70 feet in 
length and elght féet in diameter. His 
head was smali and pointed. His jaws 
were well armed with grasping and cutting 
teeth. Just back of his head he carried a 
pair of short paddles, not unlike those of a 
fur seal. He must have reared at least a 
ihird of his great length out of the water 
to take a comprehensive view of his sur- 
roundings. His tail must have propelled 
him at a speed of from 20 to 30 miles an 
hour. Zeuwglodons were once very numerous 
in the Gulf of Mexico, also the old 3cas 
of southern Europe. They have been called 
‘whale-like king lizards,’ but in reality 
were mammals, not reptiles. Zeugiodon 
ie usually thought to be the ancestor of the 
Whale, but I Ithink he died without issue.

The most earnest believer in a modern 
sea serpent is Dr. A. C. Oudemans, the 
noted zologist. He says that a rare and 
huge seal-like creature occasionally appears 
in, southern waters and gives rise to the 
best authenticated reports -of the sea ser- 
pent, 

There is abundant ecclesiastical evidence 
of the sea serpent reality. The archbishop 
of Upsala, in 1555, wrote that ‘‘a very large 
serpent of a length of upward of 200 feet 
and. 20 feet in diameter lives in rocks and 
holes near the shore of Bergen (Norway). 
It comes out of its caverns only on summer 
nights and in fine weather to devour calves, 
lambs and hogs, or goes into the sea to eat 
cuttles, lobsters and all-Kinds-of sea’ crabs. 
It has a row of hairs two feet in length 
hanging from the neck, sharp scales of a 
dark color, and brilliant, flaming eves, | It 
attacks boats, and snatches away the men 
by raising itself high out of the’water and 
devours them. 

Hans Egede, a Danish missionary, on a 
voyage to Greenland, wrote of his ercoun- 
ter with a sea serpent in July, 1734 “On 
the 6th,’’ said he, “appeared a very terrible 
sea animal, which raised itself so © high 
above; the water -that its head. reached 
above our maintop. It had a long, sharp 
snout, and blew like a whale; had broad, 
large flappers, and the body was. it 
were, covered with a hard skin, and it was 
very wrinkled and uneven on its skin. More- 
over, on the lower part it was formed like 
&® snake, and when it went under water 
again it cast itself backward, and in so do- 
ing it raised its tail above the water a 
whole ship’s length from its body.’’ 

An early American misstonary, tev. 
Abraham Cummings, who navigated his 
own boat among the islands of the Maine 
coast just 10 years ago. related his ex- 
perience with a sea serpent whicn had 
haunted Penot scot bay during the half cen- 
tury before.

“A party encountered the monster in Bal- 
lvcotton Bay, fired into him and made him 
disgorge a shoal of fishes, some of which 
fell into the boat, and, being handled, gave 
the crew the most terrific electric shocks,” 
reads a report of a sea serpent hunt made 
off the coast of Ireland in_ 180. 

The most terrible encounter with a sea 
serpent on record was described by Charles 
Seabury, master of’ the whaler Mononga- 
hela of New Bedford, in 1852: “The fright- 
fulness of the head as it approached the 
boat filled the crew with terror, and three 
éf them jumped overboard. I instinctively 
held out my lance and its sharp point en- 
tered the eye. I was knocked.over and felt 
a deep churning of the water around me. I 
rose to. the surface and caught.a glimpse 

f the writhing body, and was;again struck 
and carried down. I partly lost my con- 
sciousness under water, but recovered, it. 
When I rose again in the bloody foam the 
snake had disappeared, and I shouted, ‘Pick 
up the .line!’, °:.°, ° I lowered three 
boats and we lanced the body repeatedly 

without eliciting any sign of life. While we 
were at work he graduadly rose to the sur- 
face and around him. floated what I took to 
be pieces of his lungs, which we cut with 
our lances.

country are being transformed fron winding trails of steel to straight 


transportation higiiways. 


The old lines, with their grades and curves, are being abandoned and new lines, 


level and straight, are taking their places. 


The revolution in physical construction accomplishes a revolution in carrying 
capacity. Vust engineering feats are producing prodigious commercial results. 


: 


The. changes which are being made will doulle and quadruple the tonnage ca- 


pacity of the railroads. They will accomplish the equivalent of doubling and quad- 


rupling the railroads of the country. 


All this is being done by the steam s hovel—and money. 


HEN the railroads cf the country 
were built the engincering propo- 
sition was to get over and around 

Obstacles. The obstacles were to be 
roughly classified as hills and valleys. 
The engineering plan was to follow the 
valleys as much as possible and go around 
the hills. That involved heavy grades and 
many curves, but there was no help for it. 
Machinery had not been perfected for mov- 
ing the earth, and to construct a straight 
and level roadbed involved such an ex- 
penditure and was such slow work that it 
was out of the question . 

In the work of reconstruction the line of 
least resistance is not followed. As nearly 
as possible a straight line is drawn from 
point to point and the engineering propo- 
sition is to put a railroad through along 
that line if the face of nature has to bo 
changed every rod of the way. 

‘The everlasting hills are picked up ana 
thrown down into the valleys to make the 
way straight and level for the march of 
railroad progress. 

Railroad people have known all along 
‘that the construction of the roads was not 
the best. With the great increase in rail- 
road traffic in comparatively recent years 


: 


came a deepening conviction of the need of 


great changes. The money to pay for the 
work was available, but the thing was 


physically impossible until the steam shovel, 
from being an imperfect if not crude engine 
for grading, by a few rapid strides be- 
came the perfect mechanical means for 
the subjugation of the curves and the 
gradcs. 

As soon as it became apparent to the 
railroad people that the eteam shovel, 
with enough money behind it, was capable 
of giving them the straight, level highways 
of transportation which was their great 
need, the steam shovel was set to work in 
different parts of the land and the new 
era of railroad construction had dawned. 

Among the first of the railroads to set 
the steam shovel at work scooping: its way 
through the hills and filling the valleys was 
the Burlington route. The line:of that 
great company connecting Chicago and 
Omaha was a succession of grades and 
curves. 

“Straighten it out and level it up,”’ was 
the order given to the engineering depart- 
ment, and the work was begun on a scale 
which took no account of expense. Mil- 
lions were appropriated. The aggregagte 
cost it is said will read fifty millon dol- 
lars before the work is completed. It be- 
gan three years ago. Upwards of two more 
years will have elapsed before the work is 


- Complete. 


- In 1899 contracts were awarded for grad- 
ing and for laying a new double track line 
from Dill, Io., to Creston, Io., a distance 
of about 2% miles.

A passenger riding over the new line 
catches frequent glimpses of the old line 
winding in and out among the hills and 
along the water courses far below on one 
side or the other. 

The new line suggests the imperiousness 
of modern engineering achievement. It is 
unswerving. It dodges no difficulties. For 
miles and miles the way is as straight 
and level as the steam shovel and moncy 
can’ make it, deep cuts and high embank- 
ments alternating. 

At Sugar creek, just east of Ottumwa, 
there is a fill 70 feet in height which re- 
quired 328,000 cubic yards of earth to over- 
come a heavy grade and straighten out 
sharp curves. 

At Grand River the Burlington tracks 
formerly crossed the Chicago Great West- 
ern right of way thirty feet below the lat- 
ter. Now the Burlington track is seventy 
feet above the other. 

On the old line there were 23 sharp curves 
between Murray and Creston. On the 
new road there are eight slight curves. 

The grading for the new line between 
Greston and Prescott averages 91,000 cubic 
yards to the mile. Between Nodaway and 
Red Oak the grading averages 1€0,000 cubic 
yards to the mile. | 

Just east of Villisca there is a cut 80 
feet deep, which necessitated moving 452,- 
000 cubic yards of earth. 

Just west of Villisca there is a fill on 
which 760,000 yards of earth have been 
dumped, all scooped out of the hills to the 
westward by the steam shovel of F. A. 
Maselli and conveyed to the (fill by the 
trains of curious little dump cars drawn 
by donkey engines. 

At this point the incomplete new track 
crosses the old track at a height of 70 
feet there being that difference in the 
grades. 

The picture taken there by the Post-Dis- 
patch shows the grade of the old line 
and the grade of the new. 

There js a fill west of Red Oak which 
measures over a million cubic yards. 

In places the old line and the new are 
several miles apart. 

One steam shovel is the equivalent of 
a regiment of men in shoveling capacity. 
An /able-bodied man can shovel between 
12 and 15 yards of earth a day. 

The steam shovel of F. A. Maselli was 
hungrily scooping up grcat masses of 
earth in the hills west of Villisca last 
week with Tom Galley at the throttle and 
George Jordan, the night engineer, half 
way up the embankment, was holding his 
watch. “Eight yards in a minute.” he 
said, as the great shovel was poised for 
an instant above a car for the Post-Dis- 
patch camera. 


A shovel can scoop up 200C vards of earth 
in a day, but it seldom does that much. 
for the reason that cars cannot be supplied 
fast enough to keep it going constantly. 

The work of reconstruction gives work to 
a small army of men, whose camps dot the 
new lines like military stations on an ad- 
vanced line of operations. They constitute 
a class by themselves. The single men are 
boarded by the contractors and live in com- 
pany bunk houses of rough boards and tar 
paper. The married men take their fami- 
lies with them from place to place and 
live in snug little tar paper houses which 
are quickly and inexpensively built and in 
which they have many comforts and con- 
veniences. 

A paradoxical result is to be achieved by 
all these changes, according to John W. 
Gates. Freight rates will be lower and 
the profits of the railroads will be greater. 

In a press telegram from New York Mr. 
Gates is quoted as saying: 

“The.tendency of freight rates in the 
United States will, within the next ten 
years, be lower, and the profits of the rail- 
roads, in my judgment, be even greater 
with the lower rates, owing to the improve- 
ments in rolling stock and motive power, 
roadbed, the cutting out of curves and cut- 
ting down of grades, and increasing train- 
loads. 

“A railroad president told me last Friday 
that within four months he would be haul- 
ing 3000 tons net of coal per trainload, 
where formerly—no more than five or six 
trainload on this same road, and this road 
years ago—600 tons was considered a fair 
at that time was in good physical condi- 
tion.”’

HEN ouffering from headache, tell 
your phyeician the answers to all 
these questions: 

Is the pain in the forehead, on the top 
of the head or in the back? 

Is it one or two sided? Does it consist of 
pressure, sharp pains or merely a feeling 
of discomfort or uneasiness? 

Is it deep seated or boring, or do you feel 
as if your head were bursting? Does it 
feel as if your head was held in a vise, or 
are there shooting pains at intervals or 
permanently? 

Some nervous people who have consulted 
me were quite sure that every particle was 
lassoed by a million strings and that some- 
thing or other was pulling at these strings 
every little while. One woman was con- 
vinced that a timy steam drill was working 
in her head; another that a dozen or more 
miniature sledge-hammers were pounding 
there. 

Minute statements as to time and causes 
are essential. 

Does the pain come in fits and starts? 
How long do these fits. last? Are you 
bothered at night and are you especially 
p'agued during certain hours of the day or 
night? Do the aches increase or decrease 
when you bow your head or lie down? 
Does food, work, Mght, anger or joy seem 
to exercise any influence over your condil- 
tion? 

Dos your head feel cold or warm, damp 
or dry? Are your eyes influenced by your 
headache or vice versa? Does your head- 
ache increase when you write or read or 
otherwise exercise your nerves of vision? 

Are you a normal eater or have you no 
appetite? Does eating prove beneficial or 
the opposite when you have a headache? 
If you drink, does beer, wine, water or 
whisky, tea or coffee, bring on fits of head- 
ache, increase or decrease the disease? 


These are the symptoms of megrim: 
Fiery lines dancing before the eyes; only 
half of things seen by the sufferer; one- 
half of the face or one hand goes to sleep 
continuously. 

Second stage: One-half of your head 
aches for several hours in succession, usu- 
ally followed by vomiting, which is the 
third stage. In many cases sickness of the 
stomach alone is experienced. 

Slight diseases of the nose often bring on 
headaches. If your physician can't help 
you corsult a nose specialist. Constipation 
of the nose, which is easily discernible even 
to the laymen, is liable to create violent 
And persistent headaches. Often a sur-

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success in all but extreme cases. 

For some time American physicians have 
insisted that a good many kinds of head- 
ache are due to diseases of the eyes and 


therefore curable by the wearing of spec- 


tacles or similar measures. My own experi- 
ence does not bear out this somewhat 
fantastic diagnosis. Spectacles never cure 
headaches unless assisted by hypnotic sug- 
gestion. 

The first thing that ought to be pre- 
scribed for a headache sufferer is fresh air. 
Avoid sitting in closed rooms as much as 
possible, Walk the streets and lounge in 
the parks, if you can’t do better, but keep 
out of doors. 


Headachsa sufferers should never sleop 
with closed windows winter or summer. 
Opening the window in the next room won't 
do. You must have fresh air from first 
hand. 


The vegetarians say that their wav of 
living forestalls headaches, but experience 
as u practicing physician flatly contradicts 
the assertion. Though | had many paticnts 
who tried vegetarianism and temporarily 
got rid of their headaches, the pains came 
back after the first enthusiasm had worn 
off, spinach and peas notwithstanding. Still, 
at the same time, I always advise my pa- 
tlents to curb their appetite for meat—un- 
doubtedly too much meat !s 'Nable to cause 
headache. 

A barrel of alcohol will cause more head- 
ache than all the ment the ever-popular 
American Trust controls in a year’s ‘time. 
Fiven the healthiest man will confess that 
he is occasionally punished by headache 
for over-indulgence in. alcoholic § drinks. 
Long continued drinking causes degenera- 
tion of the blood vessels in the head and 
degenerated blood vessels cause headaches. 

It is rank fanaticism and _= stupidity, 
though, to put coffee, tea and tobacco in 
the class with alcohol. Of course, there are 
persons to whom one Is as much of a pois- 
on as the other, but practical experience 
shows that coffee and tea, used in modera- 
tion, prove a source of great relief to most 
headache sufferers. This I observed in nu- 
merous cases, howevar, I advize all suf- 
fering from headache to stop smoking un- 
less they can confine themselves to a single 
after-dinner cigar or pipe. Much smoking 
affvcts the mucous membranes of the noge, 
causing them to degenerate and thereby, 
indirectly, causing headaches. Whoever is 
liable to headaches should keap out of 
stnoking rooms.

Y BOYS never go out of the yard 
M evenings. I like to have them at 

home, and I like to have them enjoy 
themselves. So I let them do anything they 
like and have their friends join in with 
them: One of my boys is an artist and one 
is skilled with the scroll saw.

And 
the Geers boy is a very bright little fellow. 
He and my boys are chums, and when 
Hashagen Park began sending up balloons 
the boys naturally were interested and wen. 

It is not good for boys 
to be running about evenings, and so I was 
glad when Joseph and the Geers boy began 
talking about building a balloon and send- 
ing it up from our back yard. I encour- 
aged them. They made a study of the ar- 
rangements at the park and then they wen: 
to work. At first they built a small balloon. 
It went up all right. Then they built the

{ don’t know how thcy made the model, 
but they got the red, white and blue tissue 
paper and had me make some paste. Each 
of the segments is 18 inches wide. There 
are 18 in the ballcon. That would make the 
balloon 27 feet in circumference o1 eight 
feet in diameter. It is the length of the 
large bedroom where it is stored folded, 
under the bed, during the daytime. I 
suppose it is about 16 feet high. 

The boys put up two poles in the yard. 
They are about 20 fect high. They got a 
wash boiler and made a stove of it, turning 
it upside down and cutting a hole in the 
bottom through which they ran a stove- 
pipe. 

The top of the balloon is of cloth, so it 
will not tear. There is a one-inch ring 
sewed in it. I know, for I did the sewing. 
There is cloth around the bottom opening 
of the balloon. This is also to prevent 
tearing and to make it possible to fasten 
to the balloon the cord from which sus- 
pends the little red man who goes up and 
the parachute that lets him drop easily to 
the ground. 

A cord from the top of one pole to the 
other passes through the ring at tae top 
of the balloon and susvends it over the hot 
air furnace while it is being inflated. The 
boys are making improvements continually. 
Instead of the wash boiler they now have 
the oven of an old and abandoned gasoline 
stove. They cut a hole in the top of it 
and put in a pipe. ‘The pipe goes up into 
the balloon and prevents’the mouth from 
burning. 

I don’t understand how it is that the little 
red man is made to drop. There is a long 
cord on a reel. This is fastened to the 
cords that connect the balloon with the 
parachute, It 1s about three feet through 
and of cloth, just like the parachutes on 


string runs off of the reel, pulls the parae 
chute loose and down it comes. It opens, 
and the little man on the bar sails slowly 
to the ground. The little man now going Up 
is the fourth that has been used since the 
boys began the balloon business. The othe 
ers have been lost.

While others of the Fran- 
ciscan monks have churches to serve and 
missions to make, Brother Adrian gives 
his whole time to architecture, the fash- 
foning of new churches, schools, convents 
and monasteries, or the remodeling of the 
old. He has been doing it for a great many 
years, and the churches he has built lift 
their spires over this broad land from In- 
diana to the Pacific coast, and from the 
Canadian border te Mexico. Ha has two 
assistants, Brothers Leonard and Lewis, 
who have besn apprentices with him. They 
are regarded as progressionists in the ar-

chitecture of the province, having a ten- 
dency to accept -more of the modern de- 
signs than find a place in the architecture 
of Brother Adrian. 
rsother Adrian wes born at Harsewinkel, 
in Muenster, Germany, in 1830.

The church adijoin- 
ing home, designed and built by him 
ov yenrs ago, is an iliustration of his iove 
for the Gothic tore in his art. He is econ- 
stanily upon the move, looking now after 
the buildirg of a church in California, and 
now upon wvusinecgss in Illinois. The St. Jo- 
seph convent in St. Louis is one of his 
Roman buildings, and the magnificent 
Francizcan properties at Quincy, Il, and 
Teutopolis, lil., are his.

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#HOW TO GET 
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mails. 


FEW days ago a young woman hur- 
ried into the postoffice and asked to 
have a letter withdrawn from the 

She had posted it an hour previous- 
ly, she said, and since then had learned 
something about Mr. Blank that incensed 
her, therefore she did not want to keep the 
appointment she had consented to in the 
letter. Could she reclaim the missive be- 
fore it reached the addressee? she inquired, 

The postmaster referred her to the super- 
intendent of mails, and within ha!f an hour 
the letter was picked out from among 
thousands of its mates and restored to the 
claimant, who tore it into bits and walked 
out of the postoffice. 

The authirities of the postoffice have 
made every provision for absent and fickle- 
minded patrons of the mails. Among the 
most interesting and valuable is the process 
by which a letter may be reclaimed after 
it has been posted. 

Comparatively few people know that thif 
can be done, and fewer care to take the 
trouble of going through the forms which 
have been prescribed—forms which are to 
a degree cumbersome and time-consuming, 
but which, siebaiiellore, are necessary to 
prevent deception and fraud. 

Occasions arise when the writer of an 
{important letter desires to withdraw it be- 
fore it reaches its destination. 

Oftentimes additional knowledge of a pro- 
posed transaction is acquired after a letter 
has been sent to the postoffice, making it 
highly desirable that the facts related in 
the letter do not reach the person for 
whom they were originally intended. 

In case where knowledge of the failure 
of a mercantile firm or a banking house 


reaches a person who has mailed a check 


BACK A LETTER 


or draft to that concern, it is sometimes 
wise to withdraw the letter before it is de- 
livered., 

The postal authorities have a system 
by which such letter may be reclaimed if 
application is made for it before it is de- 
livered. Application must be made in per- 
son. 

The government provides a blank, upon 
which the applicant writes the address 
that is given on the letter. 

If that letter has not left the postoffice 
the superintendent of mails finds it and 
compares the address on the envelope with 
the address on the applicant's slip. If the 
addresses are identical the letter is re- 
turned to the claimant and the authorities 
keep the slip as a receipt. 

To reclaim a letter sent out of the office 
the writer must fill out the prescribed blank 
and deposit $1 for telegrams. 

The superintendent of mails then tele- 
graphs the postoffice to which the letter 
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ONCE POSTEDs 


has been sent and asks him to return it. 

When it reaches him he compares the ad- 
dresses, and, if they are alike, he returns 
the letter to the applicant, The expense 
of telegraphing is deducted from the deposit 
and the balance is returned. 

Occasionally letters which have been ad- 
dressed to foreign countries are asked to 
be returned. In such a case a deposit of 
$25 is required to cover the expense of tele- 
graph and cable tolls. 

Letters addressed to points in almost 
every country on the face of the earth may 
be reclaimed in this way if application is 
made before the missive Is delivered to the 
addresses. 

Great Britain, however, takes the stand 
that a letter when once dropped in a mail 
box becomes the property of the addressee, 
but makes exception in the cases of the 
Cape and the Australian colonies. Why 
this exception the local postal authorities 
do not Know.

The course in there 
leges is two years in addition to four years 
preparatory work. Concordia College, St. 
Paul, Minn., St. Paul's College, Concor- 
dia, Mo., or Concordia College, Hawthorne, 
N. Y. EKach of these schools has a four- 
year course. 

All our pupils must be able 
write and speak perfectly English and Cer- 
man and preach in those languages. We 
heve 40 ministers In the synod who preach 
Germon and English to their mixed congre- 
gations. All must know Latin, Greek and 
Hebrew as parts of their literary and theo- 
logical education. They are expected also 
to know French. Streas is laid on He- 
brew, the language of the old testiment. 
and Greek, the language of the new. Our 
cclleges teach what other colleges teach, 
including all modern languages. In addi- 
ticn to them and the vreparatory schovls, 
we have Lutheran normal schools. One of 
these teachers’ seminaries is at Addison, 
Ill., and one is at Seward, Neb. Our idea 
is that religion otight to be a part of @he 
child's education seven days tinastead of 
and we belleve that there should be 
as thorough equipment for the work of 
teaching as for preaching. 

\We cmploy women teachers merely us a 
makeshift, and for the lower grades, but 
we do not teach them in our normal 
schools. We belleve the 6nd of woman is 
marriace and mother’*od, and that she 
takes up teaching «~ thing else merely

to tide over the time between her youth 
and her marriage. Not intending to make 
teaching a lHifo work, she cannot give it 
the best that is In her to it. We want per- 
sons as teuchers who intend to make teach- 
ing a life business, and so we are educat- 
ing them. We offer no objection to the 
public echools or to paying taxes for their 
support, so long as religiod is kept out of 
them. And we see no reason why public 
money should be given us for our aviiool, or 
to any other religious denomination. The 
public generally establishes ethical laws, 
and so eth'es may rightly be taught in a 
publie but religion is that which 
is between the {indfvidual and his God an@ 
its pron:ulgation !s, therefure, the proper 
work of individuals. 

We ure teaching young men 
Africa. ithe sons of 1alssionarics, who-want 
their bovs to receive sound doctrines. Ger- 
many, that seat of learning, sends us many 
pupils. In our various echools we have pu- 
pils from all parts of the world. &pring- 
field had a Chinaman last year. We re- 
eently graduateaé a young man from Buenos 
Ayres. 

There are enough Lutherans (1 Brazil now 
to make a district of the Missouri synod and 
a district will be created soon. We have 
started schools in Brazil and sent in teach- 
ers. We have sent three men to London 
to supply pulpits there. Even Berlin itself 
and Saxony, from which the founders of 
the Missouri synod fied, calls for ministers 
from Concordia. For eight years we have 
conducted a mission in India. Formerly we 
sent money to other synode’ representa- 
tives. j 

For the past six years we have had from 
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from South 


180 to 200 students at the seminary here 
That is more than Harvard has and more 
than Princeton has in her theological de- 
partment. There are only one or two 
theological schools in Germany with more 
pupils than we have, and they have only a 
few more. But we have suffered for want 
of room. We shall be able to accommodate 
more students soon. We have to turn them 
away now. The new building will be erect- 
ed at once, professors’ houses being re 
moved to make room for it. We have pur 
chased additional ground on which pro 
fessors’ houses will be erected. We shall 
have the largest theological department of 
any school in the world when thie is dona 
We board all our pupils. When we began 
here private houses were thrown open for 
entertainment of pupils. Few charged for 
board. 


There is no religious publishing house tg 
the world that puts out so many purely 
theological publications as the Concordia, 
The profits of these publications and the 
books that 756 employes produce and dis- 
tribute, pay the expenses of all the denomil- 
national school exclusive of buildings and 
repairs. Our first synodical newspaper, 
Der Lutheraner, 538 years old, has an or- 
dinary circulation of 4,000 copies. The 
last issue, because of the meeting of the 
general assembly at Milwaukee, was 139,00. 
Lehre and Wehre is a monthly magazine, 
also in German. Synodical reports are pub- 
lished once a month. They abcund in theoe- 
logical discourses and doctrinal matters. 
These make 150 pages in a year. The 
Theological Quarterly appears every three 
months. There i# a youths’ paper with 
from 56,000 to 6.909 circulation. There is no 
telling where it will go to with teachers and 
scholars interested in Its development. 

The Concordia Magazine, a family publl- 
cation, has » large circulation. There are 
19 journals edited by the ccnference and 
all are censored here for errors of fact and 
of doctrine. The professors of the Cone 
cordia Seminary in St. Louls are F. Pieper, 
principal; G. Stodhardt, H. L. Grabner, la 
Furbinger, F. Bente and G. Mezger.

The: existence of.lead in southeastern 
Missouri. has been known since 1700, when 
French explorers.roamed the hills in search 
of+silver;. active. mining was inaugurated 
at‘Mine La Motte in 1719, but extensive op- 
erations in this fleld cover little more than 
the past detade. New York capitaliste be- 
came,interested in’the.lead prospects of 
tHis district -in 1855. They bought a tract 
of -land for $500,000.°'° A mill was erected 
at Bonne Jerre and later a smelter at Her- 
culaneum. and by .1890 the company’s pro- 
duction had ‘been brought’ up to 12,000 tons 
cf pig.lead a ‘year. During this period the 
company acquired lands until the holdings 
included more ‘than 20,000 acres and the 
capital: inv ugseramo™nted to’ $3,000,000" Since 
its organization Uv eompany has distrib: 


uted to date over $3,500,000 in dividends., It 
owns over 30,000 acres of land, a standard- 
gauge railroad over 50:miles in length, and 
its property is valued at over $7,000,000. In 
fact, New York capitalists are. now consid- 
ering the purchase of this property on a 
basis of $10,000,000. 

The success with which the St. Joe Lead 
Co. operated attracted the attention of H. 
J. Cantwell and other St. Loulsans about 
1890, Securing options on adjoining lands, 
they. started prospecting and discovered 
valuable lead. deposits in the Flat River 
district. These lands were purchased by 
St. Louis.corporations, and by 18% several 
of these companies had succeeded in buiid- 
ing up propertiés which are now paying 
very satisfactory dividefids. In 87 the 
National Lead Co., which controls the 
white lead production of the country, made 


‘heavy ftrivestments, and spent over one mil- 
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lion dollars in the erection of a large. min- 
ing plant near the Flat River district ‘at 
what is' now known as the town of St. 

I’rancois, 

About three years ago representatives of 
W. C. Whitney were sent to St. Louis to 
look over some of the local tobacco fac- 
tories. Their attention was drawn to ‘the 
possibilities: of the lead district lying only 
a. few miles outside of St. Leuis. Sever- 
al thousand acres of land were secured. 
Subsequently, these lands were purchaséd 
by Mr. Whitney and his associates. 

About the same time the Guggenheims, 
whom control the smelting Interests and the 
lead .production of. the country, came into 
the field. They secured several thousand 
acres, which -they operated ye the name 
of the Federal Lead Co. ‘Piat River

Then came the merger of the Whitney. 
syndicate and the Guggenheims,. the. com- 
bination being effected a year ago. By that 
merger the ..control of over sixteen thou- 
sand acres of land, with the control of 
the Irondale, Derby and Federal Lead 
companies, passed into control of the Fed- 
eral Lead Co., which ts directly controlled 
by the Guggenheim Exploration Co.
